Senate OKs Bill 
To End Multiple 
Election Dates 


SPRINGFIELD — A bill to eliminate 


multiple election dates in Illinois passed 
the Illinois Senate yesterday, despite out- 
cries by some senators it was too com- 
plicated for them to understand, 


Sen. John A. Graham, R-Barrington, 


one of the authors of the 323-page docu- 
ment, secured enough votes to pass the 
bill after promising to work with the 
House of Representatives in simplifying 
any confusing passages. 


Among the provisions of the bill are; 
—Consolidation of all election dates 


into one day in May and one in Novem- 
ber 


—Establishment of uniform registra- 


tion procedures for all elections through- 
out the state. 


—Placing administration of all elec- 


tions into the hands of county clerks and 
election commissioners. 


Graham told the Senate, "I don't pre- 


tend this bill represents a Utopia of elec- 
tion codes." But, he said, it represented 
the first step in unraveling .'a "mish- 
mash" of laws affecting numerous elec- 
tions conducted in the state. 
' 


During earlier debate on llhe bill, it 


was pointed out that in the state capitol 
recently, three elections were conducted 
in the period of three weeks — the state 
primary election, a school board election 
and a county board election, 


Graham maintained his bill, the pro- 


duct of an extended study by a commis- 
sion of which he is co-chairman, would 
eliminate such multiple elections and 
would provide voters with greater oppor- 
would provide voters with greater oppor- 
tunity to exercise their voting franchise.

JUST THIS WEEK, an Illinois court 


partially answered the 
constitutional 


question and the U S Supreme Court 
agreed to hear the Issues. 


Judge Edward Egan of the Cook Coun- 


ty Circuit Court ruled a constitutional 
clause granting primary responsibility 
for education to the stale does not order 
the state lo provide at least 51 per cent 
of local school funds. Plaintiffs Niles 
Mayor Nicholas Blase and Cook County 
School Supt Richard Martwick claim it 
does. They plan to appeal their case to 
the Illinois Appellate Court. 


Almost simultaneously, the U.S. Su- 


preme Court agreed to examine a case 
appealed from the Texas Supreme Court 
The case, like (he Illinois suit and others 
across the country, contests the present 
system of school finance. It will be heard 
next fall or winter and decided by writ- 
ten opinion. 


The U.S. Supreme Court's 
action 


should bring unity and order to what has 
become a melee of court confusion and 
duplication. As the highest judicial body, 
the court's decision will overshadow sim- 
ilar litigation. 


If the court upholds the Texas decision 


declaring the present system of school 


finance invalid, the effect will be monu- 
mental. It will set a precedent to restruc- 
ture present system of school finance. 


TO ABIDE BY the court decision, the 


states will have to find some way to 
equalize school budgets and relieve the 
tax burden on the property owner. This 
obviously will cost more money. How 
this money will be collected and how it 
will be distributed will be a task most 
likely assigned to state legislatures. 


Restructuring of school finance will 


lake months, but once it is completed the 
burden will pass to local districts which 
must implement the new system. The ef- 
fect on the relatively tax-rich districts in 


the Northwest suburbs could be detri- 
mental if they are pulled down to a state 
median. 


The sticky question of state control 


also arises as state support increases. 
Will the districts be ruled by an iron 
hand in Springfield and lose quality in 
the process? Or will they find new free- 
dom from financial worries and gain new 
education priorities? 


The answer remains to be seen. But 


Whichever way the court rules, the dis- 
tricts are going to have to modify the 
present school finance system. It simply 
isn't meeting needs in many areas of the 
country.

Despite loud objections by some sena- 


tors, who feared the bill would weaken 
the recourse of patients against negligent 
treatment, only a handful of "no" votes 
were recorded. 


Basically, the bill would allow police, 


firemen, ambulance operators and others 
to administer certain medical treatment,

G Horscly, R-Springfield, who contended 
that It would reduce responsibility of doc- 
tors in emergency rooms for wrongful 
treatment. 


Graham maintained that the bill did 


not present that clanger, and said he had 
been told by doctors and nurses that 


many victims who arc dead on arrival at 
the hospital could bo saved by the treat- 
ment authorized in the bill, 


! AS OPPISITION mounted on the floor, 
'Son. Cecil Paitee, D-Chicago, president 
pro tern of the Senate, rallied support for 
the bill by declaring that whatever weak- 
nesses it might have, it would provide a 
needed service to accident victims. 


Also joining in support from the Demo- 


cratic side of the Senate was Sen. Robert 
Knuppel, of rural Petersburg. Knuppel 
delivered an emotional description of 
how he had suffered a heart attack while 
in a car in downstate Illinois and had to 
be driven 70 miles to the nearest hospi- 
tal. 


"Not everybody in the State of Illi- 


nois," he told Horsely, "lives within min- 
utes of fine hospitals like you have in 
Springfield and Chicago," 


Graham also promised senators oppos- 


ing the bill that he would work closely 
with the House of Representatives in cor- 
recting any weaknesses the bill may 
have. 


Passage of the bill is expected in the 


House, and Gov. Richard B, Ogilvie has 
indicated he will sign it into law.

Kavanaugh telephoned the doctor in the 
early-morning hours of Feb. 25 and ad- 
mitted he knew some of the testimony 
was perjured. 


YESTERDAY the doctor said during 


the conversation Kavanaugh said he once 
asked Mrs. Nelson if the purpose of her 
charges was to bring out the truth or for 
money. Kavanaugh said the woman did 
not answer, according to Dr. Middleton. 


Dr. 
Middleton said he then 
told 


Kavanaugh, "I already know the answer 
to that," to which Kavanaugh replied, 
"We all do now." 


M i n u t e s later, the doctor said 


Kavanaugh also said Mrs. Nelson "didn't 
want to get into this part of it (the crimi- 
nal proceedings) because there's no mon- 
ey in it." 


The doctor said Kavanaugh continued, 


"She couldn't get any money out of you 
if your're in jail." 


The doctors said the implication of that 


part of the conversation was thai Mrs. 
Nelson's real purpose in bringing the 
criminal charges was to add support to 
her civil suit against him. In December, 
1971, Mrs. Nelson, of Carpentersville, 
filed a $1,220,000 malpractice suit against 
the doctor, contending his treatment 
caused her permanent physical and emo- 
tional damage. 


AT ONE POINT in the cross-exam- 


ination, the following unusual exchange 
took place between Dr. Middleton and 
Assistant State's'Atty. Nicholas Mother- 
way: 


Motherway: "Did you tell Kavanaugh 


during that conversation that you your 
self are not averse to lying?"

conversation?" 


Middleton: "Yes." 
DR. MIDDLETON also testified that 


Kavanaugh told him during the conver- 
sation that he felt Donald .Shaw, the Cook 
County Sheriff's policeman who led the 
investigation, "has a reputation for hav- 
ing talked witnesses into saying anything 
he wants them to say."

SPRINGFIELD - What has become 


the nnmml summer madness In the Illi- 
nois Legislature began to set in this week 
as the General Assembly approached ad- 
journment. 


Nobody is quite sure when the legisla- 


tors will wind up the business of the 
state and allow those members who hope 
to be back next year to go home to cam- 
paign for reelection. 


However It will surely not be this 


week, the original target for adjourn- 
ment. It is doubtful that the lawmakers 
will finish their work next week, al- 
though Sen. Cecil Partee, D-Chicago, 
president pro tern of the Senate, yester- 
day promised day and night sessions all 
next week. 


As adjournment nears, pressures of 


personal projects still pending are in- 
creasing tensions between the myriad 
factions of legislators. 


These pressures are escalated by the 


impossibility of dealing rationally with 
the thousands of pending bills, personal 
pique over real or imagined slights, and 
simple boredom on the part of a large 
number of lame duck legislators. 


Partisan feuds, intra-party feuds and 


personal feuds can all play a major part 
in scuttling legislation. 


AS PRESSURES mount in the dying 


days of the legislature, these feuds often 
erupt from smoldering resentment to 
open fights. 


An example was the gratuitous action 


of House Speaker W. Robert Blair, 
R-Pnrk Forest, in ejecting a number of 
senators from the House chambers Tues- 
day. 


Blair made little secret of his resent- 


ment of the Senate's tabling of a $990,000 


appropriation for dressing up the House 
chamber. 


The bill had been shelved in the Senate 


the day before — after the House had 
rushed it through in a record three days 
without benefit of debate, and without 
even furnishing copies of the bill to 
members. 


To demonstrate his irritation, Blair in- 


voked an unquestioned but seldom used 
House rule barring all but members of 
the House from the floor of the chamber. 


It was all done in the spirit of a joke, 


of course, and outcries of indignation by 
some of the senators were obviously di- 
rected more at the press than at the 
speaker of the house. 


It was however an effective display by 


Blair of the power of his position, and as 
adjournment nears, legislators seem to 
become more and more interested in 
s u c h demonstrations. Legislation of 
course, can always wait until next year. 


BLAIR GRACIOUSLY accommodated 


this concept, put forth by Rep. Henry 
Hyde, R-Chicago, in another retaliatory 
action against the Senate's tabling of the 
House appropriation bill. 


Hyde moved Tuesday that all pending 


Senate bills in the House be tabled, ex- 
cept those dealing with constitutional im- 
plementation and appropriations. 


Hyde's motion was gleefully accepted 


by the House in a voice vote.

He's looking for evidence of com- 


pliance with the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA), and Mr. Business- 
man, you'd better roll out the red carpet 
for him If he tabs your office or plant for 
on inspection. 


There has been a whole year now to 


take OSHA seriously 


Industries already regulated by the 


federal government, such as coal mining, 
have been through this long ago 


But to the "Jolmny-come-lotely" in the 


safety and health field, tho unannounced 
visit from a U.S. Department of Labor's 
OSHA compliance officer could mean a 
number of citations, stiff fines and the 
possible shutdown of operations. More 
than 60 per cent of some 10,000 plants 
selected for OSHA compliance checks in 
its first six months of operation last year 
were cited for more than 25,000 violations 
and more than 7,000 citations were is- 
sued. Total penalties exceeded $500,000. 


PROGRESSIVE STATES in this field, 


including Illinois are in the process of 
developing their own comparable stan- 
dards in order to decentralize the en- 
forcement of OSHA requirements. When 
this is accomplished, state legislative 
changes are made to back up the pro- 
gram, field Inspectors are trained and 
the program is My funded, stepped-up 
compliance checks will be made 


In Illinois, for example, the present 


force of 10 OSHA Inspectors will prob- 
ably increase to more than 50. 


Safety officials, businessmen and labor 


representatives have questioned whether 
tins far-reaching program would be en- 
forced. The penalties already invoked an- 
swer part of the question. The designa- 
tion of OSHA enforcement as the top pri- 
ority among the IT S Department of La- 
bor's programs by Secretary James Hod- 
gson offers further proof These stan- 
dards are to not only be on the books, 
but enforced as well Hodgson created a 
position for an assistant secretary of la- 
bor, 
naming George Guenther to this 


post 


Congress' willingness to fund the pro- 


giam is another sign that OSHA regu- 
htion is here to stay. The OSHA pro- 
gram, which took effect in April, 1971, 
was granted a $36.5 million appropnation 
for the fiscal year ending June 31. 1972. 
President Nixon asked for $675 million 
for the 1971 fiscal year This will enable 
the Labor Department to train thousands 
of new safety officers although the bulk 
of the OSHA funds are going to individ- 
ual states to aid development of their 
own programs. 


EVERY BUSINESS in any way engag- 


ing in interstate commerce, If not regu- 
lated under a separate set of safety stan- 
dards, is covered by the comprehensive 
OSHA regulations. Many of these stan- 
dards were simply drafted along the 
lines of safety programs used by in- 
dustry or insurance companies for many 


years. Others are being developed and 
"promulgated" as they are revised, 


The Deportment of Labor is getting as- 


sistance In setting standards by calling 
on industry representatives as well as 
the U.S. Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare's National Institute of 
O c c u p a t i o n a l Safety and Health 
(NIOSH). A raft of new standards is 
slated to be announced this month. 


Confronted by the certainty of govern- 


ment regulation In the safety and health 
fields, some industry representatives are 
making doomsday predictions 
about 


massive plant shutdowns and soaring 
costs of the new OSHA programs. On the 
other hand, they may feel uncomfortable 
cast as the villain in the industrial safety 
and health dialogue. 


Dr. Sidney Wolfe, an associate of con- 


sumer advocate Ealph Nader, said there 
are 14,000 deaths resulting from industri- 
al accidents in the U S.' each year. Na- 
der, terming this the "sleeper issue of 
the 1970's in terms of the violence ap- 
plied to millions of workers throughout 
the country," predicts massive strikes 
for better working conditions. 


TAKE A RATIONAL approach to the 


pioblem, urges John Murray. He repre- 
sents the loss control division of the Fire- 
man's Fund American Insurance Com- 
panies. Murray addressed a recent meet- 
ing of the Arlington Heights Chamber of 
Commerce on the responsibilities of the 
government, business management and 
employes relating to OSHA require- 
ments. 


Arlington Heights firms have already 


been visited and issued citations by 
OSHA compliance officers, he said. If an 
inspector shows up at your plant, by all 
means show him in and grant him ready 
access to your records, he advises. An 
employe may accompany him on the in- 
spection tour. Then ask for an exit inter- 


view, Murray said. 


Approximately 10 days after the in- 


spection is made, you should receive a 
report listing any alleged violations, he 
said Then you have 15 working days to 
comply with the standards. Failure to 
comply can cost thousands of dollars for 
each violation cited, and for serious, will- 
ful violations, imprisonment can be im- 
posed. 


Contact OSHA representatives for aid 


and information, advised Murray. In- 
itiate a continuing safety and health 
plan. Keep adequate records and engi- 
neer out the safety and health hazards in 
your establishment, he counseled. •' 


Good intentions do count, he continued. 


A company which indicates that it la try- 
ing to comply with the safety and health 
laws, will may gain a variance from the 
standards, an extension on its com- 
pliance period or a reduction of fines. 


On the other hand, there are stiff pe- 


nalties for throwing an OSHA inspector 
off the premises; injuring or killing in- 
spectors; or giving an inspector false in- 
formation. 


TARGET AREAS singled out for the 


most stringent inspection programs in- 
clude those where the poorest safety 
records for the number of man-hours 
worked. This "worst first" policy means 
that these industries are the most heavi- 
ly regulated: Longshoring, lumber and 
wood products; roofing and sheet metal; 
metal and metal products; mobile homes 
and other transportation equipment. 


Additional target health areas include 


industries involving these factors; Cotton 
dust, silica, lead, asbestos and carbon 
monoxide. Reports of deaths or several 
serious accidents will also bring down 
the OSHA inspectors. Employe requests 
for inspections and random sampling ac- 
count for the remainder of the OSHA in- 
spections.

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Firm's Woes May 
Alter Vote Setup

Cook County may be forced, in the 


near future, to alter Its entire voting sys- 
tem becau&e of problems Involving the 
Philndelphln-bnsed Shoup Voting Ma- 
chine Co., according to County Board 
Pros George VV Dunne. 


Dunne told the Herald yesterday he 


h n s 
instructed 
County Comptroller 


James Gnughan to begin investigating 
alternative voting procedure systems. 


That investigation, Dunne snid, be- 


came necessary because of (he county's 
dissatisfaction with Shoup and because of 
Shoup's reported difficulties with the fed- 
eral government. 


At Monday's county board meeting, the 


comtrmsionprs decided to cancel the cur- 
rent contract the county has with Shoup 
to provide 300 additional voting ma- 
chines. 


It was explained at that meeting that 


to date Shoup has delivered only about 50 
machines, and that some of them were 
not acceptable 


The board then voted to drop the con- 


tract and advertise for bids for the re- 
mainder of the machines needed by the 
county. 


DUNNK ADMITTED yesterday, how- 


ever, that it may not be possible to in- 
coiporate voting machines manufactured 
by a different company into the Cook 
County voting procedure. 


The county has approximately 3,800 


Shoup machines. It is likely that no other 
company manufactures machines identi- 
cal or closely similar to the Shoup ma- 


chines. 


It is common belief that an efficient 


voting system must rely on using the 
same machine to guarantee uniformity 
of ballots, machine maintenance and re- 
pair and counting procedures. 


Dunne said it may be impossible for 


the county now to attempt to Incorporate 
different machines into the system and 
still use the 3,1)00 Shoup machines 


The problem is that the Shoup com- 


pany may bo going out of business, ac- 
cording to Dunne. 


He said the county owes Shoup some 


$30,000, but the federal government has 
ordered the money be paid to the govern- 
ment on a charge that Shoup owes about 
$2 million In back taxes. Dlinne said the 
board is going to pny its debt, but the 
payment will be made to the federal gov- 
ernment. He said the Shoup company in- 
sists, however, that if it does not get the 
money it will go out o£ business. 


WITH SHOUP OUT of business, Dunne 


explained, the county would not be able 
to purchase any additional machines, 
and it would be only a matter of time 
before the machines the county ow owns 
would become unusable. 


"We may be confronted with a chal- 


lenging situation," Dunne said yesterday. 
He .said he has instructed Gaughan to 
begin looking at whatever alternatives 
may exist. He said one of those may foe 
to adopt an electronic system in which 
voters would punch out holes in a com- 
puter tabulating card. The votes then 
would be counted by computer, Dunne 
said.

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Open Warfare Between House, Senate 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - A state of 


virtual open warfare hns blossomed be- 
tween the Illinois House and Senate. 


The hostilities, whose roots have been 


smoldering since the beginning of the 
spring session, broke Into the open Tues- 
day when House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, R-Pnrk Forest, decreed that .sena- 
tors no longer would be permitted on the 
floor of the lower chamber. 


"The sergeant at arms was ordered to 


physically remove me from the floor of 
the house," an angry Sen. Robert Cher- 
ry, D-Chicngo, reported to his Senate col- 
leagues after being expelled at Blair's 
order. 


"This behavior on the part of the 


speaker is arrogant, reprehensible and 
insulting to the members of the Senate. I 
was on the House floor on legitimate 
business and I know of no reason why 
the speaker would take such an atti- 
tude," Cherry said. Almost simultaneous 
with Cherry's complaint was an an- 
nouncement the House had voted to kill 
most Senate-passed bills, including many 
local interest measures dear to the 
hearts of legislators. 


OTHER SENATORS rose after Cherry 


to say they, too, had been ordered from 
the House floor. And Sen. Jack Walker, 
R-Lansing, a former speaker, stood to 
quote the rules. 


Under House rule 81, Walker said, all 


members of the General Assembly are 
entitled to be on the floor during a ses- 
sion. 


"As a former speaker, I'm going over 


there as soon as I conclude these few 
remarks and I'm taking Sen. John Knup- 
pel and Sen. G. William Horsley with 
me," Walker said. 


The three hiked across the rotunda as 


their colleagues laughed and wished 
them a safe return. But they found the 
House empty. 


"They heard there was a task force 


coming over and they adjourned," Knup- 
pel said. 


Senate Democratic Leader Cecil Par- 


tee. D-Chicago, told the Senate he had 
scheduled a meeting with Blair and 
would ask the speaker about his "rather 
proprietary interest in a building purpor- 
tedly owned by the people." 


Blair was not available to explain his 


motives In excluding senators from the 
House but there was no doubt the deci- 
sion was his. Early In the day he In- 
structed House employes to allow only 
members onto the floor "for the remain- 
der of the session." 


AND HOUSE Majority Leader Henry 


Hyde, R-Cliicago, when asked why the 
House has expelled Cherry, replied, 
"Don't ask me. Ask the speaker." 


Some senators, however, speculated 


Blair might have been uphappy with Sen- 
ate actions Tuesday which virtually 
killed his proposal for a $1 million reno- 
vation of the House chamber. 


However, a subtle feud has been going 


between the chambers since before the 
session began, when leaders could not 
agree on a tentative schedule. Later the 
two bodies squabbled over what sort of 
bills would be considered during the ses- 
sion.

A screech of brakes and a school bus 


slnms into another bus stopped at a red 
light. The impact throws children in both 
buses forward Into the hard metal on the 
back of the bus seats. About 30 persons 
suffer minor cuts and bruises. 


The collision, which occurred last week 


in Prospect Heights, Is typical of school 
bus accidents In the Northwest suburbs. 
Failure to yield or reduce speed, backing 
into another vehicle, or side swiping in a 
sharp turn — they are the type of acci- 
dents that rarely result in serious In- 
juries. 


Tho spectacular accident, taking Its 


toll in broken limbs and sometimes life, 
is rare. The last occurred in 1BGB when a 
bus ran a stop sign at Windsor and Pala- 
tine roads in Arlington Heights and 
killed two girls in an oncoming car. An- 
other bus loaded with students from Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary High School over- 
turned in t!)H5, injuring 32 persons. 


The accident records local bus com- 


panies will send into the state this year 
are limited primarily to fender-benders. 
More than half of these collisions are 
categorized as "preventable." The fault, 
say the bus owners, lies not with the bus 
but with the driver or driving conditions. 


Del Fiene. owner of the Schaumburg 


Bus Co., points to traffic congestion as 
the major factor in bus accidents. His 80 
buses have had five accidents since 
January, including one which entailed 
injury. The buses travel a total average 
of 125.000 miles a month. 


Driving conditions were also cited by 


Don Weidner. manager of the Ritzentha- 
ler Bus Co. "Our buses are forced to 
drave on streets that are laid out for au- 
tohiobiles." he said. "Trucks are not 
ei/en allowed in this traffic." No personal 
injuries resulted in the company's 19 ac- 
cidents since January. But W of these 
accidents wore listed as preventable. The 
company's 95 buses travel a total aver- 
age of 130,000 miles a month. 


.""THE MAJOR FACTOR in bus acci- 


dents is misjudgment of the driver," ac- 
cording to Lee Stahl, owner of the Cook 
County Bus Co. Ten of the company's 13 
accidents in the past 12 months are listed 
a| preventable. Two involved injuries. 
Tjhe company's <ll buses travel a total 
average of 48.900 miles a month. 


pThe greatest danger to student safety 


oficurs when the students leave a bus, 
siys Stahl. Ralph Sarto, director of the 
transportation division of the state edu- 
cjjtion office, agreed, pointing out that, 
"Biany motorists do not know what a 
stop sign or flashing lights on a bus 
nfcan. And the law is not enforced by the 
pfilice." 


jj"Every bus in the state should have a 


sneaker system so the driver can control 
sludents as they leave the bus and warm 
totem of an emergency," added Sarto. 


IjAs a second improvement, Sarto pro- 


pped state-reimbursed "safety busing." 
Tie state now reimburses school clis- 
tiicts for the cost of busing students liv- 
ing more than one and a half miles from 
s<Jhool. Sarto says the state should dis- 
r4gard the one and a half-mile limit in 
cjjses of hazardous walking conditions. 


^To overcome problem of careless driv- 


ing, the National Safety Council offers an 
e^ht-hour course in "defensive driving" 
wSiich is used by both the Cook County 
apd Ritzenthaler companies. But unfortu- 
nitely, says Jim Kielty of the safety 
council, this is sometimes not enough.

Air Pollution 
Rules Needed 


The current impasse between the 


State of Illinois and the City of Chi- 
cago over implementing federal 
clean-air standards places resi- 
dents of suburban Cook County in a 
familiar, yet sadly unfortunate, sit- 
uation.. 


In this case, as in others, subur- 


banites are forced to live with the 
problems existing in and created 
by the City of Chicago while they 
have no voice in resolving those 
problems. 


Residents of the Northwest sub- 


urbs and all suburban Cook County 
are experiencing the effect of the 
air pollution created within Chi- 
cago yet have no recourse through 
the city's administration, 


Within the past week the federal 


Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) 
announced the Illinois plan 


to meet the requirements of the 
Clean Air Act of 1970 is inadequate 
because it prevents the attaining of 
clean air by mid-1975. 


Francis T. Mayo, regional direc- 


tor of the EPA. said one of the ma- 
jor reasons for the rejection of the 
plan was because the Republican 
Administration in Springfield and 
the Democratic City Hall in Chi- 
cago cannot agree on who has ju- 
risdiction over pollution programs 
in Chicago. 


The state has insisted that, 'for 


the sake of uniformity, it should is- 
sue 
operating 
permits 
for 
in- 


dustries inside Chicago. The city, 
which has been issuing those per- 
mits through its Department of En- 


vironmental Control since 1959, 're- 
fuses to allow the state to take over 
the permit program. 


Ted Ka'son, Chicago's deputy 


commissioner 
of 
environmental 


control, recently characterized the 
dispute as "non-negotiable." 


Mayo, who has been trying to 


promote an agreement in the con- 
flict, has extended a $750,000 feder- 
al grant to the city for two more 
months. But, he warned, if the dis- 
pute is not settled in the near fu- 
ture, the grant could be dropped. 


The EPA has made one thing 


very clear — there will be no feder- 
al approval until this squabble is 
settled, That position carries with 
it the threat of a halt in federal 
funding and direct federal action. 


More importantly, however, the 


longer it takes to come up with a 
state-wide clean-air program, the 
longer we will be forced to live 
with pollution. 


The state should exercise juris- 


diction over pollution standards 
throughout 
Illinois, without any 


distinction being made with refer- 
ence to the City of Chicago, and we 
urge the administration to take 
whatever steps are necessary in 
achieving this end. 


At the same .time we appeal to 


the City of Chicago to concern it- 
self more with the health of its 
residents, as well as its suburban 
Cook County residents, than the 
self-interests of its own power 
structure. 


Our Deadly Barns 


Lurking in your neighborhood 


may be unsafe vestiges of the 
Northwest suburbs' historic rural 
past — abandoned barns. 


There aren't many of the stately 


buildings left. If anywhere, they're 
found in Buffalo Grove, Wheeling, 
Palatine and Schaumburg — on the 
edges of the subdivisions or out be- 
yond the plowed fields. 


To anyone who has grown up on 


a farm, they are refuges of memo- 
ry where the still-lingering smell of 
hay and farm animals can at least 
be imagined. 


However, abandoned barns are 


also a danger, as they serve as a 
gathering place for kids to smoke a 
forbidden cigarette or, for the 
more 
adventuresome, to 
burn 


down a building. 


Firemen are plagued with barn 


fires. Not only are they a nuisance 


to fight, there's always a danger 
that the body of a child will be 
found in the ruins. 


The Buffalo Grove and Wheeling 


fire chiefs have several good ideas 
to prevent such fires: 


—Call the fire or police depart- 


ments if any unusual activity or 
fire is spotted in a vacant building. 


—Explain to your children the 


hazards involved in playing in such 
areas and what damage can be 
done when playing with fire in such 
buildings. 


—Make village officials aware of 


abandoned buildings in your area. 


—Tear down such buildings if 


you own them. 


Old barns and farmhouses are a 


part of our history and should be 
preserved 
carefully 
and 
safely 


when possible. They should not ex- 
ist, however, if they pose a threat 
to a community and its children.

Handgun Furor Continues 


'Lack Of Punishment Aids Crime 


Recently the Herald printed several 


editorials strongly aimed at confiscation 
of handguns. It is my opinion that the 
second editorial''was an afterthought of 
the attempted assassination of Governor 
George C. Wallace. A few days before 
this shooting, Governor Wallace, while 
speaking to a large assembly, had rocks 
thrown at him. His comment was that 
the perpetrators of the violence should be 
arrested, tried and convicted for their ac- 
tions. Late last year, the Governor's 
would-be assassin was arrested for a 
misdemeanor involving firearms. Why 
wasn't he in jail then serving his sen- 
tence? Isn't it most probable that con- 
victed felons will not serve their terms 
due to judicial leniency? I contend that 
as long a crime is not punishable nor 
punishment carried out, it will be more 
prbfitable for the criminal and more dev- 
astating for the victims. 


As for the confiscation of handguns, I 


doubt it will reduce crimes involving 
firearms. Given a diagram, a ten year 
old child can assemble a handgun in five 
minutes with ordinary household objects 
and townhouses are not blown out of ex-

NEW YORK (UPI) — Tho more so- 


phisticated counterfeiters of Uncle Sam's 
currency arc finding their trade more 
hazardous because of a new system 
cnlled Money Scan. 


Money Scan is the Invention of William 


Cooper, president of Spectronics Corp. of 
New York. It looks like a, refinement of 
the familiar block light scanners used by 
banks to detect tampering in checks, but 
it's more sophisticated. 


The complete system appears nearly 


foolproof. Federal Reserve banks that 
have tested it say it hns made no mistak- 
es so far. All the bills it labeled as 
phonies were bud and It lias yet to brand 
a genuine bill counterfeit, 


"But I'm too wary to say that any

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system is permanently foolproof," Coop- 
er sold. "The professional counterfeiters 
arc smart." 


For example, they have learned .to 


bleach the printing off $1 bills printed on 
genuine Treasury paper and reprint the 
bills in higher denominations." 


The system consists of two units: A 


light viewer that sells for about $55 and 
an electronic tester that sells for $450. 
The light viewer depends for its efficacy 
on the fact that no photochemieals are 
used in the manufacture of genuine Trea- 
sury paper. All other papers of com- 
parable grade ami feel contain photo- 
chemicals. Evon genuine currency can 
contain photochemioals if the bills hap- 
pen to 'have been laundered or have 
come in contact with chemicals in some 
other way. 


UNDER THE light viewer, any bill 


that shows bluish white becomes suspect. 
The bank teller or the retail cashier puts 
it aside and demands that the person ten- 
dering it produce another bill or else in- 
itials the suspect bill for test. 


The electronic tester instantaneously 


tests the bill for genuineness of the pa- 
per, the ink and the secret encoding put 
on it by the Federal Bureau of Engrav- 
ing. Up to now, the electronic tester has 
proved infallible. 


Spectronics has sold several thousand 


of the light viewers and many of the 
electronic testers. The Federal Reserve 
Banks, many retailers and New York's 
Offtrack Betting Corp. are among the 
buyers who say they have used the sys- 
tem with great success. 


"Up to now," Cooper told United Press 


International, "I believe it was only the 
more crude counterfeits that were de- 
tected and our new system is the first 
that 
will detect really sophisticated 


counterfeits and do so more or less auto- 
matically." 


Cooper said the need for such a system 


became acute with the development of 
high quality offset printing and precision 
color photocopy machines. 


THESE developments, which are read- 


ily available to the counterfeiter, mean 
he no longer must make intricate en- 
graved steel plates by hand to print good 
counterfeits. It also means that intricacy 
of design no longer is any protection to 
currency. 


"The protection lies in the paper, the 


ink and the secret coding," he said. 
"These, even the most 
sophisticated 


counterfeiter cannot duplicate exactly." 


Another protective value of the Money 


Scan system is psychological. Profes- 
sional passers of bad money soon learn 
which banks and stores use Money Scan 
,'incl avoid them.

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Error In Doctor's Bill 
May Cost Medicare Patient 


A clerical error in doctor's billing 


procedures mny be costing Metllcnre 
beneficiaries additional fees, Cornelius 
R. Schafer, manager of Chicago's North- 
west Social Security Office, reports. 


There has been n recent increase In 


the number of complaints from elderly 
citizens that doctors ore billing for more 
than the allowed Medicare charges for 
medical services. These complaints are 
valid when the physician has accepted 
"assignment" under Medicare. 


Billing by assignment is one of the two 


basic ways of submitting medical bills to 
Medicare and provides that the Medicare 
payments go directly to the physician. 
The other method requires the patient to 
submit his own Medicare claim based on 
an itemized bill which describes the ser- 
vices rendered. "With this method, the 
patient is responsible for the physicians' 
full fee" stated Schafer, "but by accept- 
ing assignment, the doctor agrees to ac- 
cept as full payment the amount the car- 
rier (Social Security's paying agency) al- 
lows for the services performed." The 
Medicare patient is responsible for the 
$50 deductible, if it has not been met, 
and the 20 per cent coinsurance amount 
of the charges allowed by the carrier. 


Sometimes the carrier reduces the 


amount of the doctor's actual charge to 


conform with Medicare payment prin- 
ciples. When this happens, through a 
luck of understanding of the proper 
Medicare procedures, the beneficiary 
may receive n bill from the physician for 
the amount of the reduction made by the 
carrier. 


This may be an incorrect charge, Scha- 


fer states, if the physician has accepted 
"assignment." 


Beneficiaries may become aware of 


this overcharge from the actual doctor 
bill or from the Explanation of Medicare 
Benefits form received in the mail from 
Social Security. 


Each case of such an overcharge 


should be reported to the nearest Social 
Security Office. This can be done anony- 
mously, if desired. 


Social Security will arrange for an 


educational contact with the doctor and 
obtain a refund for the Medicare, patient 
if an overpayment was made, Schafer 
said. Of course the refund is not possible 
if the patient prefers to remain name- 
less. 


If the doctor continues the incorrect 


practice after this consultation with car- 
rier representatives, the carrier will be 
advised by Social Security to discontinue 
honoring assignment claims submitted 
by the doctor. 


Soeiai Security arid You 


Q — I AM CONFUSED about when to 


file for social security disability benefits. 
I have heard about both a 6-month wait- 
ing period and a 12-month waiting peri- 
od. Can you explain which is correct? 


A — You should file an application for 


benefits as soon as it is determined you 
are likely to be disabled for a year or 
longer. The &-month period is the waiting 
period. You can file your application dur- 
ing this period but no monthly payments 
can be made for the first 6 full calendar 
months of a disability. The 12-month pe- 
riod refers to the expected duration of 
the disability. Social security can pay 
benefits only if the disability is expected 
to last for at least 12 months or longer 
and is serious enough to rule out any 
substantial gainful work. 


Q MY BROTHER, who had worked all 


his life in a job covered by social secur- 
ity, died a few months ago. Who gets the 
lump-sum payment from social security? 


A — If your brother was insured under 


social security and living with his wife at 
the time of death, his wife gets the pay- 
ment. If your brother wasn't married, 
the person responsible for the burial ex- 
penses can request that the death benefit 
be paid directly to the funeral home. If, 
however, the burial expenses have al- 
ready been paid, the person who paid 
them can claim the death payment. 


Q - BEFORE HER recent death, my 


wife worked under social security for 
nearly 11 years. Even though I plan to 
continue working and supporting our two 
children, ages 9 and 12, could they get 
monthly social security benefits on my 
wife's work record? 


A — Yes. The children may be eligible 


for sociai security benefits on their moth- 
er's record regardless of the surviving 
father's work situation. You should file 
an application for the children.

O.N'C'E AGAIN the two factors which 


ought to have absolutely no influence on 
any Department of Conservation have 
forced the Illinois Department of Con- 
servation into doing the wrong thing for 
the right reason. 


The two factors which have no busi- 


ness being taken into consideration when 
things conservation are being considered 
are politicians and money — which, on 
second thought, may be only one thing in 
Illinois. 


What the Department has done in path- 


etic recognition of the fact that game 
fishing in Illinois is annually, and dis- 
tressingly, increasingly discouraging, is 
lower the bag limits. 


That is like, almost like, not exactly 


like, but something like limiting bird 
hunters to male ostriches only. 


Because, some of the best bass fish- 


ermen I know haven't caught a limit of 
bass in 20 years!

bum is reduced from ID to 6. The North-

pletely irrelevant, since It was already 5 
in Lake Michigan, which is the only 
place that a limit matters.) 


The new limits are effective July 1 of 


this year. 


N'ot to be unreasonably critical, there 


are a few areas in Illinois where a limit 
of bass is still possible, new areas, such 
as Rend, Shelbyville, Carlisle/Sangchris, 
Baldwin awl a few others which have 
been benefactors of ... 
here comes th<; 


word I want you to remember . . . 
STOCKING. All of the above "good fish- 
ing" areas have been stocked with bass 
and other game fish within the past five 
years.

It's a shame that the Department of 


Conservation was charged with the re- 
sponsibility of trying to come up with a 
reasonable and publishable excuse for 
the new action. It should have been left 
to the politicians to explain it. Politicians 
such as State Senator Robert Mitchler of 
Oswego, who voted against the Scenic 
Rivers bill. 


Mitchler, and the others of the com- 


mittee that mis-manages the Department 
of Conservation who voted against it, 
said, among other tilings, that the Scenic 
Rivers bill was bad legislation, because 
it invaded the rights of property owners 
to protect their waterfront properties. 
They also claimed that there were laws 
""n the books" right now to provide the 
protection for waterways that the Scenic 
Rivers proponents were looking for. 


The first half of the excuse is a phony 


and the second half is pure poppycock . . 
. or to put it in other words . , . pure 
bleep-bleep. 


There are no laws that the Department 


of Conservation can use to intercede to 
prevent a land-fill developer from de- 
stroying a marsh where northern pike 
spawn by the hundreds of thousands. 


In fact there is almost nothing the De- 


partment of Conservation can do to pre- 
vent anyone from doing anything . . . 
except perhaps catching too many fish or 
shooting too many female ostriches. 


In truth, this is a column of frustra- 


tion, for I honestly couldn't care less 
what the largemouth bass or northern 
pike bag limits are, If the populations 
are diminishing or endangered, then a 
limit of one is too high. If the populations 
are healthy, bag limits are unnecessary 
except for public relations purposes. And 
I doubt if most fishermen care what the 
bag limits are. In Illinois a bag limit is 
one of those faraway illusions, like Shan- 
grila or the Land of Nod or The Big Rock 
Candy Mountain, or Sophia Loren, 


Not one fisherman in a hundred is go- 


ing to limit-out anywhere in the state ex- 
cept in those oarlier-mentloned areas 
which have been stocked. 


T h c Department of Conservation 


needs,1 first of nil, money, which fish- 
ermen will provide without complaint if 
it will be UNvd to replenish the fmh popu- 
lation and keep it replenished. Translate 
that to rend "flnh hatcheries ami stock- 
ing programs!" 


And we need most desperately a closed 


season for all game fish to give them 
breathing space during spring spawning. 


What the Department of Conservation 


also needs, is independence from the 
state legislature . . . (and some might 
add, I suppose, from outdoor writers.) 


You can't help wondering at the logic 


of the Illinois Polls. I mean, what kind of 
advice and direction could they be giving 
the Department of Conservation, when 
their own alternative to passing any 
form of hond-gun control legislation is 
merely to bullet-proof their legislative 
chamber? 


That takes care of them. But what 


about me?

Understand Green Design 
And Help Your Golf Game 


(Editor's Note: Average golfers can 


better their games by learning the rudi- 
ments of golf course design and construc- 
tion. This is the second of two articles 
developed with the help of Lawrence and 
,Roger Packard, leading golf course ar- 
chitects?, from LaGraiige who have de- 
signed over 150 courses, including Bar- 
'rington and Palatine Hills.) 


Part II — Playing The Green 
One of the niceties of springtime is the 


green color and freshness of nature. To a 
dedicated golfer, though, green means 
something a bit different. It spells hours 
of challenge and enjoyment at his favor- 
ite golf course and heralded successes of 
birdie and perhaps eagle putts. 


To really .understand a green and put- 


'ting on its often deceptive surface, it's a 
good idea for all of us to know just what 
we're putting on. Club professionals can 
tell us a lot about how to read a green, 
putting, pin placement and the like. But 
when it comes to negotiating a course, 
it's good to know how it's laid out and 
constructed. And what better way is 
there to learn than from the designer 
himself, the golf course architect? 


Lawrence and Roger Packard, La- 


Grange, Illinois, have devoted years to, 
master-minding greens on over 150 golf 
courses they've designed in the midwest 
and southern part of the United States. 
In fact, Lawrence Packard is a past 
president of the American Society of Golf 
Course Architects. They offer the follow- 
ing to golfers to help improve their 
games. 


Ever wonder what makes some greens 


faster than others? There are many fac- 
tors to consider, the first is green design 
and construction. ' 


When designing a specific hole, archi- 


tects must consider the topography 
around the green area. They'll plan the 
shape of the green, the sand traps and 
other hazards that will guard it in order 
to create as beautiful a challenge as pos- 
sible. Length of approach usually deter- 
mines size of the green. A long approach 
will normally have a larger target sur- 
face (lhan a Shorter, par 3 hole. 


When building the course, a contractor 


will shape the areas surrounding the 
greens to six inches and the greens to 12 
inches below finished grade. For drain-, 
age, the green area is trenched in a her- 
ringbone pattern approximately two feet 
deep. Construction personnel (hen lay 
drain tile pitched to the slope of the 
green and running off to one of its sides. 


Then the entire green is covered with 


twelve inches of a finely pulverized 
green mix and rolled for compaction. 
The green mix consists of at least 60 per 
cent sand, 25-30 per cent fibrous peat and 
5-10 per cent topsoil. Six inches of lopsoil 
is placed around the green and the entire 
area slolonized or seeded with a bent 
grass hybrid in the northern states or 
bermuda grass in the south. 


To some extent, the hardness of a 


green Is determined by the green mix. 
The smaller the graduation of sand and 
shredded peat, the harder Iho surfaeo 
will compact nnd the tauter your ball will 
piny. 


It's smart for golfers to determine ear- 


ly in each round how well the greens are 
holding and govern their game accord- 
ingly. Well built greens will easily hold 
the high-pitched'wedge shots that help 
'cut strokes from a round. 


Once well established, the grass is cut 


with special mowers to one-quarter inch 
daily or every other day depending on 
play, weather conditions and the green 
superintendent's judgment. For tourna: 
ments, greens are frequently mowed to 
3/16th inch to make theni play even fas- 
ter. 


Direct sunlight, mowing and watering 


determine how the grass will grow. Since 
grass blades grow toward the sun, mow- 
ing direction is usually alternated to as- 
sure uniformity to surface texture and, if 
possible, to avoid obtaining a "grain," 
when most of the blades bend in one di- 
rection. 
. 


When building a course, the same 


green mix will be used for all greens. 
Given the same amounts of sunlight, 
mowing frequency and watering, each 
green would theoretically play the same. 
However, greens cooled from the shade 
may hold more moisture and play slower 
than those in direct sunlight. 


For improving your putting, Larry and 


Roger Packard recommend getting to 
the course early to use the practice 
green. Its texture and hardness wiE rep- 
resent how the greens 'on the course will 
play. A few minute's practice can cut 
strokes from your score. A few practice 
chip shots to the green will help you de- 
termine how the greens will hold a shot.

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The precision and demanding pace of 


Olympic style competition is the name of 
the game Saturday, June 10, as the Fox 
River Valley Pony Club hosts a One Day 
Horse Trials at the Barrington Hills Rid- 
ing Center on Bateman Road (off route 
62) in Barrington Hills. 


Eighty riders, many representing Pony 


Clubs from all corners of the Midwest, 
will compete in three phases of overall 
ability. Dressage, the art of flawless 
horsemanship and training, requires 
each rider to individually complete a 
prescribed pattern on the .flat (no jum- 
ping); Cross-Country, a simulated hunt 
course over natural terrain with jumps 
and obstacles which must be completed 
within certain time limits; and Stadium 
Jumping, properly 
jumping a pre- 


determined course in the stadium arena. 


Each rider must use the same horse 


throughout the competition. Trophies and 
ribbons for the highest accumulated 
points over the three trials will be 
awarded in two divisions: Preliminary, 
open to adults, requires a faster pace 
and higher jumps; and Open Training, 
with jumps set at 3'3", and a slightly 
slower pace. 


The Horse Trials are a real test for 


the horse and rider, taking in all areas of 
horsemanship, and training and condition 
of the horse. 


The One Day Horse Trials are recog- 


nized by and held under, the rules of the 
United States Combined Training Associ- 
ation and the Central States Dressage 
and Combined Training Association. 
Chief judge will be David Schwalb, from 
Ortonville, Mich.; the Dressage judge, 
Mrs. David Goodenough from Chicago.

Family thorupy is a method of psy- 


chiatric therapy that has protifcral 
throughout the nation in recent years. 


The principle behind this form of 


therapy is that every person, as a mem- 
ber of some kind of family unity, is in- 
fluenced greatly by his familial environ- 
ment. He therefore can often manifest 
the problems of his family, just as he 
would otherwise reflect a healthy family 
situation. Through family psychotherapy 
the emotionally troubled individual is of- 
ten restored. 


A Michigan psychiatrist, Dr. H. C. 


Tien, has added another dimension to the 
traditional family therapy session — tele- 
vision. 


By moans of closed circuit videotaping 


Dr. Tien is able to record a family thera- 
py session and play the session back to 
another family. "Parents can watch the 
tape of a different set of parents with 
similar problems," he explaiscd. "They 
can then get an idea of how to approach 
their own problems. While they are 
watching this tape I can work with their 
child to find out what his fears or prob- 
lems may be. Then we can all get togeth- 
er if necessary and discuss our various 
therapy experiences." 


THERE ARE SEVERAL advantages to

WASHINGTON (DPI) - Mrs. Hugh 


Scott recently was interviewed about the 
trip she made to China with her husband, 
the Senate Republican leader 


"The hardest job I ever had in my life 


was trying to explain the presidential 
primaries to the Chinese people," she 
said. 


Gee, 
if Mrs. Scott thought that was 


tough, she should try explaining the pres- 
idential primaries to the American 
people. 


Or. if she really wanted to tackle a 


difficult assignment, she should try ex- 
plaining the presidential primaries to the 
presidential candidates. 


It's apparent from what has happened 


this year that no one presidential candi- 
date in 10 understands the primaries. If 
they did, they wouldn't have become 
presidential candidates in the first place. 


THIS IS NOT TO suggest that the can- 


didates didn't make a desperate stab at 
comprehension. To the contrary, there 
was something rather * touching about 
their thirst for enlightenment. 


Earlier in the campaign, you couldn't 


drive over to the neighborhood shopping 
center for a new pair of sturdy brown 
oxfords without having two or more can- 
didates rush up and grab you by the 
coattails. 


"Please, mister," they would beg, "ex- 


plain the presidential primaries to us." 


This sense of bewilderment was shared 


by the voters. 


In Los Angeles, when the two leading 


candidates in the California primary 
were having a televised debate, the larg- 
est audience in lihat time period was 
watching a rerun of "Marcus Welby, 
M,D." 


And Welby wasn't even on the ballot. 
The thing that makes it so difficult to 


explain presidential primaries to Ameri- 
cans is the language barrier. 


Elucidation is nearly Impossible if both 


the elucidator and the elucidatees speak 
English. 


When Mrs. Scott was in China, the Chi- 


nese people had to wait for her ex- 
planation to filter through a translator. 


BY THE TIME they realized somebody 


was trying to explain presidential pri- 
maries to them, it probably was too late 
for them to change the subject. 


But in America, the elucidatees .are in- 


stantly aware of the nature of the ex- 
position. Which gives them time to take 
evasive action.

pensive because more families can be 
treated at once without the individual at- 
tention of a psychiatrist. It also makes it 
possible' for more people to be treated 
and it brings family therapy to the pre- 
ventive rather than curative approach 
which is far more desirable from the 
standpoint of good mental health! 


The television approach can be taken 


out of the clinic and put into schools and 
family study classes, "We can program 
child rearing techniques, for instance," 
Dr. Tien said, "and for $5 a session in 
three months parents can learn success- 
ful child rearing techniques. Or we can 
program marital therapy sessions or 
drug therapy sessions. The drug therapy 
series can be most useful in the schools." 


Dr. Tien has another unique type of 


therapy program — a "family .Coffee 
Shop, jointly owned and operated by 50 
families for the purpose of community 
mental health. 


"The families are completely respon- 


sible for the Shop. They work there as 
organizers, business and personnel direc- 
tors and waitresses. They all own shares 
in the shop corporation and they have a 
president of the corporation, The family 
coffee shop provides recreation, therapy, 
education and job opportunities," 


The coffee shop is for profit. "We de- 


cided to face life for what it is," Dr. Tien 
added, "and not hide under tihe covers. 
We have to face all the problems any 
retail business must face. The family 
coffee shop has a great impact in main- 
taining mental health and developing 
creative abilities. It also helps put many 
families together." 


Everyone likes a lush, green lawn but 


a little additional paving in one form or 
another can add to the versatility of your 
yard and add some needed, living space. 


This can be in the form of a path, a 


patio, a place to park your car off of the 
driveway. 


Paving need not be in conventional 


concrete, although it can be. You can use 
old broken paving, bricks that are new 
or used, stone, gravel or wood. Use your 
imagination. 


For patios and parking areas you will 


want to use concrete or some form of 
stone to make it an all-weather form of 
paving. 


Outline the area with wood strips after 


excavating. If drainage is good, concrete 
can be laid > directly on the earth after 
excavating to the desired level. But if 
drainage is a problem, provide up to six 
inches of gravel first. Several inches is 
good in any event. The base, no matter 
what it is, should we well packed. 


A path through your lawn can be made 


with pieces of paving rather than in one 
long length. Broken paving will do. So 
will small amounts of concrete that you 
can pre-cast into slabs first. 


EXCAVATE FOR each piece of pav- 


ing, going down to a depth that will keep 
it a little lower than the surrounding 
grass. This permits easy mowing. 


Mortarless patios are popular because 


they can be done by an amateur and 
done over a period of time. Once you 
have poured enough concrete for a large 
slab, you must work quickly. 


Patio blocks and used bricks are both 


popular materials. Excavate to a depth 
equal to the thickness of the material 
plus two or three inches for a bed of 
sand. The sand .base provides both foun- 
dation and drainage. 


Install a wood form around the ex- 


cavated area to hold the material in 
place. The wood should be treated with a 
preservative first. Pour in the sand and 
rake it level. Wet it and pack it. 


Place the bricks, setting each one 


firmly 
and checking with a 
level 


frequently. When all are in, sweep sand 
over the surface and sweep off the ex- 
cess. Wet the area and sweep in more 
sand after the first amount has settled. 


Slabs cut from railroad ties can be 


used the same way. These have already 
been treated with a preservative so they 
will stand up to the weather. 


You can use the same material for 


paths through your lawn. Gravel is a 
popular material for a path. Dig out a 
few inches of dirt, Me with wood held in 
place with stakes and then fill with 
gravel. Rake it smooth and level.' 


Whatever you use, remember that the 


idea is to provide a dry, non-muddy path 
to garden, barbecue area and playground 
equipment.

and colon diseases. You said the U.S. luis 
a higher rnte of colon disease than cot-- 
tain other countries. I didn't quite grasp 
the article because I didn't know wlmt 
you meant by "refined foods." You men- 
tioned that bran is good to tnke, Please 
tell me what refined foods nrc and just 
how do they affect the colon. Besides 
bran what else can n person eat to avoid 
this colon problem? 1 eat a good amount 
of egg yolks, cakes, candy, fried foods, 
bread and other fattening foods. I am 24 
years old. Do you think I should start 
cutting these foods out of my diet. 


Dear Reader — Yes, I do. The time to 


start doing something about staying 
young and healthy is while you still arc 
— not after you have already lost your 
youth and your health. 


Cakes and candy arc good examples of 


refined foods. Generally, refined foods 
refers to sugar which is a refined prod- 
uct leaving almost nothing but pure car- 
bohydrate without minerals, roughage or 
vitumins. White flour has had tht husk 
and germ of the wheat removed and 
even though it is enriched by vitamins to 
the point that it usually has more vita- 
mins than the original wheat, it still has 
lost a lot of the 'roughage quality that 
comes with normal wheat grain. Cake 
flour is often much worse, being devoid 
of many of the vitamins that normally 
occur with wheat. 


Refined foods are items which are 


made principally of refined sugar, syr- 
ups, and other concentrated sweets. This 
also includes most bread. 


The roughage foods that most people 


should eat include the vast array of good

There are many social, civic, and special interest clubs for 
both men and women which are active in the village.

the maintenance this usually entails," he 
said. 


"We're appealing to younger families 


in our planned units with some units to 
be priced from $25,000 to $30,000," Ada- 
shek said. "This would appeal to those 
families who are building up equity to 
buy a single family home." 


An early September opening date is 


planned for the fourth and 'fifth phases of 
develoment at the Multicon project. In 
Phase Four, named Oak Hill Village, the 
166 townhouses will range in price from 
$35,000 to $45,000. Two, three and four 
bedroom models will be included in 
Phase Four. 


Phase Five, named Glen Ridge Vil- 


lage, will consist of 216 townhouse units. 
Two and three-bedroom floor plans will 
feature price tags ranging from $25,000 
to $35,000. 


"Like everyone else we have a master 


plan," said Adashek. "We would like to 
keep using this formula for assembling 
large pieces of land and developing a to- 
tal environment. Then we can appeal to, 
many age and price groups within the 
development." 


Plans at Hilldale Villages call for the 


construction of a five-story office build- 
ing with 12,000 square feet of space. A 
strip shopping center is also slated for 
construction, according to Adashek. 


"It often takes a joint venture to do 


this kind of long range planning," said 
Adashek. Multicon Properites,, Inc., is a 
subsidiary of Bethlehem Steel Co. The 
Columbus, Ohio, based company has 
completed construction of over 10,000 
multi-family projects in 13 states. Head- 
ing up the Chicago metropoltain area op- 
erations is Roy M. Whitehead. 


The Chicago area, Philadelphia and 


Atlanta are the key areas for Multicon 
Properties' planned expansion in the 
next few yeas. Multicon is seeking addi- 
tional properties for three or four Chi- 
cago area projects. "We will probably 
repeat the formula we used in Hillsdale 
Villages for the land plan of other Chi- 
cago area developments," predicts Ada- 
shek.

"THK AVERAGE LOT in a devel- 


opment generally is» slighHy more than 
one-quarter acre In size find sells for 
about $8,000 while lots in more rural, un- 
developed areas will average 1% acres in 
size and will cost roughly $1,000 per acre.

Falad is so much an American tradition, that we 


sometimes think we invented it! Although not quite true, we 
can take credit for quite a few of the great salad creations. 


The royal seafood salad of the Pacific Northwest, Crab 
Louis, was created by the chef at the Olympic Club in 


Seattle. As the story goes, when Enrico Caruso was there 
with the Metropolitan Opera Company in 1904, he kept 


ordering Crab Louis until none was left in the kitchen. This 


elegant salad is simply an arrangement of crab, tomatoes and 


hard-cooked eggs on a mound of shredded lettuce. The 
dressing: mayonnaise blended with whipped cream and 


flavored with chili sauce, green onion and green pepper. 


Cobb Salad is another American-created favorite. This 


intriguing salad, created quite by accident over thirty years 


ago, owes its origin to Robert Cobb, then owner of the Little 
Hat Derby, forerunner of the Brown Derby restaurants in Los 


Angeles. This is the potpourri of salads, for it is truly a 


blending of many ingredients — lettuce, watercress, bacon, 
hard-cooked eggs, Roquefort, avocado, tomato, chicken — 


tossed with French dressing and garnished with green olives, 
radishes and chives. 


The great All-American Waldorf Salad.took its social bow 


at a society supper at the preview of the original Fifth 


Avenue Waldorf in 1893. The creator was Oscar Tschirky. As 
the New York Symphony entertained for the charity benefit, 


1500 social leaders sampled the original Waldorf Salad — 


diced apple and celery tossed with mayonnaise and served 


on crisp lettuce. 


From the Southwest comes numerous ways of serving 


beans — garbanzos, pintos, pinks, reds, kidneys or green 


beans. Take bean salad, for instance. Green beans are 


flavored with onion, hot or sweet pickled cherry peppers 


and pinon nuts. Garbanzos, or chick-peas, and onions are a 


popular combination. Or, as in this Southwest Salad, red 


kidney>beans are tossed with celery, green pepper and 


onion. Whatever the combo, the dressing is usually French 


dressing. In this case, it's seasoned with catsup, onion, 


mustard, chili powder and liquid hot pepper sauce. 


These four American salad creations, all very unique, 


have one thing in common — a good dressing. Even the 


most attractive salad with the crispest of greens and freshest 


of ingredients can be a failure if the dressing is not right. A 


good dressing compliments — never overpowers — the 


flavors and textures of the salad ingredients. Since oil is the 


main ingredient of a dressing, it should be the best. 


Peanut oil is ideal because its flavor does not penetrate 


the other ingredients and it is lighter than other oils.

Whether using electric, gas or char- 


coal grill, rotlsserles cooking Is one of 
the most popular methods for preparing 
roasts, kabobs, ham or Canadian bacon, 
ribs or whole chickens and turkeys. 


Properly done, rotisserle dishes retain 


juices ami flavors and look as delicious 
as they are. Low to moderate tempera- 
tures are key to this kind of cookery 
avoiding flumo and Harelips. 


Cooking time on the rotlsserie will 


vary depending upon a number of fac- 
tors: kind of meat, size and shape of cut 
and temperature when cooking begins; 
equipment xiised; heat maintained (wind 
is always a factor), and degree of (lone- 
ness desired. 


If using a meat thermometer to test, 


be sure It Is inserted at an angle so that 
it will clear the cooking unit, coals and 
the drip pan, if one is used. A good plan 
with thermometer cooking is to remove 
at 5 degrees below the normal degree 
needed and let meat or fowl rest 15 min- 
utes. It continues to cook and will carve 
much easier. 


While you can accent flavors by using 


wet wood chips during rotisscrie cooking, 
don't forget marinades and sauces. This 
mandarin marinade is good with beef, 
pork or lamb. Mix 1 cup soy sauce with 1 
cup orange marmalade, 2 minced garlic 
cloves. 1 teaspoon ginger, and Vi tea- 
spoon pepper. Combine then pour over 
meat and let stand several hours or over- 
night, turning occasionally. Use as a 
baste during cooking. Makes 2 cups. 


FOR KABOBS, try this flavorful mari- 


nade-baste. Mix % cup salad oil, 2 table- 
spoons lemon juice, '/i cup chopped on- 
ion, 1 teaspoon dry mustard, % teaspoon 
garlic salt, Mi teaspoon salt, 1/U teaspoon 
popper. 


If lamb or pork is one of the kabob 


Ingredients, add a pinch or two of rose- 
mary to the mixture. Use as with the 
mandarin marinade. Makes almost a 
cup. 


An intriguing hot sauce to serve with 


pork, ham, chicken or turkey combines 1 
cup jollied whole cranberry sauce, % cup 
sliced stuffed olives, Vi cup thinly sliced 
celery, 1 teaspoon fresh lemon juice and 
'/i teaspoon minced onion. Combine and 
heat through, then serve on carved por- 
tions or in a gravy boat for guests to 
help themselves. Makes I'/fc cups. 


If you wish to glaze a ham, Canadian 


bacon, or fowl wlu'le on the rotisserie, 
prepare this to brush on while cooking. 
Drain a 30-ounce can of plums, reserving 
% cup juice. Run plums through sieve. 
Add juice, '/i cup frozen concentrated or- 
ange juice, and '/a teaspoon Worcester- 
shire. Stir well, then brush on after meat 
has become warm. Makes a little over 1 
cup.

Considertng the high price of steaks 


this season, more families are serving 
hamburgers, chicken and hot dogs for 
summer cookouts. 


However, a charcoal-grilled steak is 


mouth-watering fare, if the budget will 
allow. A few simple rules will Insure a 
perfect grilled steak everytlme. 


One to two-inch-thick steaks are best 


for grilling. For each person, allow one 
pound of any steak with a bone, such as 
sirloin, porterhouse, club or T-bone; al- 
low ti- pound of boneless cuts, such as 
tenderloin. 


Trim excess fat from edge of steak so 


drippings won't blaze too much; slash re- 
maining fat at two-inch intervals to pre- 
vent curling. Place the steak on grill 
four inches from hot coals. For rare grill 
4 to 5 minutes on each side for a one- 
inch-thick ste;ik (12 to 13 minutes if two- 
inches): medium, 7 to 8 minutes on ench 
side '15 to IT minutes for two-inches); 
increase time to 10 to 11 minutes for well 
done (22 to 23 minutes for two-inch 
steak). 


Supermarkets often sell less tender 


cuts of beef as "family steaks." These 


steaks are usually cuts of round bone 
chuck, bottom round, heel of round, top 
round, sirloin tip or rump. They can be 
grilled or barbecued if a commercial 
meat tenclerizer is used as directed by 
manufacturer. 


The following sauces are excellent for 


topping steaks just as soon as they're re- 
moved from the grill. 


Blue Cheese: Blend two ounces blue 


cheese and % teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 


Mushroom-Onion: 
Melt two table- 


spoons butter or margarine in skillet. 
Add one cup thinly sliced onion, % cup 
sliced fresh mushroom, Vz teaspoon salt, 
two cloves garlic, crushed; cook and stir 
until onion is tender. This sauce can be 
made on the outdoor grill, while the 
steaks cook if there is room. 


Mustard Butter: Mix two tablespoons 


p r e p a r e d mustard, one tablespoon 
snipped parsley, % teaspoon onion salt 
and '/i cup soft butter or margarine. 


Sesame Butter: Beat '/i cup soft butter 


or margarine, 1 teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce and Vz teaspoon garlic salt. Stir in 
1 tablespoon toasted sesame seed.

homemade candies placed upon a bridge 
table? Especially when it's creamy fudge 
and crunchy toffee prepared by Mrs.

"They are easy reci- 
pes," ?he added, "as no candy ther- 
mometer is needed." 


The flavorful toffee candy is simply 


made by boiling sugar and butter togeth- 
er for ten minutes. Vanilla is added, and 
the hot mass is poured over chopped 
nuts. Chocolate chips are spread over the 
top. 


Refrigerated overnight, the toffee is 


easily removed from the pan and broken 
into pieces to serve. 


The fudge is also uncomplicated to pre- 


pare and is cooked for a mere five min- 
utes. 


"It is creamy and rich but not too v 
sweet," Jo Ann commented, "and it nev- 
er gets grainy." 


In addition to parties, homemade can- 


dy makes a nice hostess gift, and is also 
a thoughtful remembrance for shut-ins.

Trips Abroad Are For The Young 
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by JEANNE LESEM 


Two years of traveling with her chil- 


dren In Europe and Asln Minor con- 
vinced Jan Linn that trips abroad are for 
the young — parents as well as children. 


"So many people wait until they retire 


to go," said Mrs. Linn, n former news- 
paper food editor from Cincinnati, Ohio. 


"I think you should travel while you're 


young. You have more energy and sta- 
mina. You get more out of trips." 


In her own case, Mrs. Lira already has 


put her experience in traveling with 
small children to good use. She Is a pub- 
lic relations agency account executive In 
New York for a baby food manufacturer, 
Gerbor Products Co. 


In an interview, she said her younger 


son was only 11 months old and her older 
one. nearly four years, when she and her 
writer-husband, Alan, left for Europe. 


They lived on an Ionian island for a 


year and traveled widely for another 
year. During that time, they ate many 
meals in restaurants. Mrs. Linn said she 
also cooked under conditions so primitive 
that she had to take batter for a birthday 
cake to the local baker on one island be- 
cause their house had no oven. 


"We had a portable bottled gas stove 


and no refrigerator," she said. "We ate a 
lot of canned tuna, eggs, oatmeal or rice 
for breakfast, and cheese, olives, fresh 
fmit and bread for lunch. 


"Greeks have meat only once or twice 


a week, and you don't really need meat 
everyday when you can get eggs, feta, a 
salty white Greek cheese, lentils and oth- 
er dried beans." 


Mrs. 
Linn said their four-year-old took 


readily to some staples of Greek cook- 
ery, including souvlakia, or Shish Kabab, 
which is sold widely by street vendors. 
Another of his favorites was Greek 
gyros, or sandwiches served In round 
rolls that are mostly soft crust. They're 
filled with small chunks of meat, raw to- 
matoes, raw onions and parsley and of- 
ten eaten with a side order of gralicky 
yogurt. 


Food serving wasn't much of a prob- 


lem, even for the baby, said Mrs, Linn. 
Her "survival kit" — a soukoula, or 
handwoven wool shoulder tote — held ev- 
erything from diapers and packaged dis- 
posable wash cloths to a baby spoon, a 
paring knife for fresh fruit, a bottle open- 
er-punch for canned juice, half-length 
drinking straws cut from standard ones 
for use by the toddler, and a plastic bag 
for animal cookies for emergency food. 


"We carried split plastic bags to use as 


placemats for the children in restaurants 
to keep the tablecloths clean," she said. 
"Restaurant people appreciated that." 


Familiar foods weren't entirely miss- 


ing, said Mrs. Linn. 


"Spaghetti with meat sauce is fairly 


universal, and macaroni dishes are com- 
mon in Greece." 


One that children like Is pastitsio, a 


macaroni, meat and egg custard casse- 
role. Mrs. Linn said their sons also en-

What better place to unleash deep-down 


decorating frustrations than a barren 
bathroom? Its very plainness and small 
size make the bathroom an ideal room 
for 
any 
do-it-do-it-yourselfer 
to 
ex- 


periment with zappy new color combina- 
tions and untried moods and styles in 
small doses and without great expense. 


Since the standard bathroom allows for 


a minimum of furniture, color and pal- 
tern become the keys to turned-on bath- 
room decor. Towels, shower curtains, 
bath accessories, wallpaper, paint and 
carpeting are some of the tools for 
coordinating a new bathroom environ- 
ment. 


If a regal palace bathroom setting is 


the secret dream of the owner of a small 
apartment, it can be fulfilled without 
tearing out a wall or floor and installing 
a sunken bath and fireplace. Bare whij:e 
walls and floors can easily be trans- 
formed with colors and patterns. 


A ROYAL BLUE, red and gold color 


scheme could set an imperial tone while 
formal patterns and accessories 'could 
help carry it out.

Because if you 
like to communicate with people the 
thought of having no reason but a social 
one to do that leaves a void in your day. 
Whether housewife or career woman, so- 
cial communication is simply the velvet 
after a day's work. 


"The thing I like most in life is laugh-

"One advantage of old age in employ- 


ment is that your boss knows for sure 
that 'old Mrs. Russ1 is going to be there 
from nine to four if those are her hours, 
She wouldn't dare not be," 


She said she "started" this book when 


she was 10 years old and first saw her 
grandmother's 
flabby underarms. She

"I've been an old-lady watcher taking 


note« on Ihe subject ever since," she 


said. "And when I found my severance 
pay and $37.50 in my savings account, I 
decided it was time to write the book 
that would, hopefully help others in my 
position — and help me, too."

The Last Stage Of Life

NEW YORK (UPI) — Dr. Carl Eisdor- 


fer looks at problems of the aged and 
aging from all angles and sees — "a 
time bomb." 


In an interview the president of the Ge- 


rontological Society of America talked 
about how the complex problems of the 
20 million Americans over 65 tend to be 
ignored — in terms of what should be 
done to make the last stage of life more 
worth living. 


"It's a time bomb," he said. "By 1990 


there will be 38 million over 65." ' 


Dr. Eisdorfer, a professor of psy- 


chiatry, is director-of the cenler for the 
study of aging and human development, 
Duke University Medical Center, Dur- 


Profile Of Our 20 Million Aged 


by CRAIG PALMER 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Of the na- 


tion's 20 million persons aged 05 and old- 
er, about 4.7 million or one-fourth of 
them live in poverty with annual incomes 
of $2,328 or less for a couple and $1,1)52 
for an individual living alone. 


Older persons moke up about 10 per 


cent of the total population but 20 per 
cent of the poor. In other words, if you're 
old, you're twice as likely to be poor,

VOTING — Of the number of persons 


who cast ballots in the Ifllif! presidential 
election, 17 per cent wore age (15 and old- 
er.

For example, of all persons 55 and older, 
70.2 per cent voted In 1068 while only 66.7 
per cent of persons aged 54 and younger 
voted. 


HEALTH COSTS — In fiscal year 1070, 


of the $58 billion spent on personal health 
care, over $15.7 billion or 27 per cent was 
spent on aged persons. On an individual 
basis, older Americans spent $701 a year 
for health cnre and persons under 85 


spent $228, Of the $701, public sources 
like medicare and medicaid provided 
$534 and private sources like personal in- 
come and savings provided $257. The big- 
gest chunks of the $791 went for hospital 
care (.$372) and doctors' services ($130), 


MARRIAGE — Most older men are 


married; most older women are wid- 
owed. Among 100 wives aged 25 with hus- 
bands aged 30, about 31 will be widows 
before the husband reaches age 65 and 42 
will be widows after the husbands reach 
ago 65. 


NEGRO AGED - The 22.7 million 


black Americans of all ages represent 
11.2 per cent of the population, but the 


1.6 million older Negroes account for 
only 7.8 per cent of the older population 
because of a shorter life expectancy for 
blacks.

"Aging is a complex bio-psycho-social 


process," he said. "Mandatory retire- 
ment al age 65 complicates it. There is 
no basis biologically why people .should 
retire al 65. Some of the social and eco- 
nomic problems come from being re- 
tired." 


OTHER PROBLEMS stem from ster- 


eotyping of the aged —• something that 
makes Dr. Eisdorfer coin a new "ism" 
called "agism." He thinks it's as bad or 
worse lhan racism or sexism. 


The stereotyping holds that the aged 


are lonely, poor, bedridden, incompetent 
human beings. Those who live alone may 
be lonely. One-third to one-fourth live be- 
low the poverty line. 


"But only four per cent are in in- 


stitutions," Dr. Eisdorfer said. 


The able among the aged are hurt by 


more than compulsory retirement. They 
are also hurt, according to the psy- 
chiatrist, by the general refusal to hire 
anyone over 65, by attitudes toward hous- 
ing for the aged (he's for options on 
housing and doesn't believe in segrega- 
ting the aged). 


AMONG THE MYTHS about the aged 


is that after the age of middle sixties one 
loses Intelligence. 


He said research has shown there is no 


drop in intelligence, provided the person 
is free'of high blood pressure. 


Among those with a history of hyper- 


tension there is some falling off of 
brainpower. The blood pipelines in the 
brain have been damaged by the surges 
of high blood pressure. They may be so 
damaged that they aren't able to carry 
enough oxygen - transporting blood to the 
brain. Then thought processes are lessen-

ed or dulled. 


Dr. Eisdorfer's center is doing re- 


search on learning among older persons. 
Other points he made include: 


—Society needs to invest more in re- 


search to make older persons more pro- 
ductive, to give them options. 


—SCIENCE IS convinced that the rate 


of aging is speeded up if persons are 
treated like "old people." 


—It is an incredible fallacy that old 


persons don't need much money. Even 
five to 10 years before retirement, on 
bigger incomes, those approaching the 
magic age of 65 have money problems. 
Eighty-five per cent of them have finan- 
cial difficulties. 


—It is true that the aged person's body 


isn't what it used to be. Two thirds to 
three-quarters have one chronic illness. 
Nearly half have two chronic illnesses. 


—Much more research on normal ag- 


ing must be done before society comes to 
grips with the problems of the aged. The 
field of geriatrics — the branch of medi- 
cine that deals with the diseases and 
problems of aging — for all practical 
purposes was untouched until the last 20 
years, and still isn't getting too much at- 
tention. 


DR. EISDORFER said research at 


Duke has shown that it's stupid to look at 
the elderly and say — "you can't teach 
an old dog new tricks." 


Older persons can learn new things 


quite well if the material isn't presented 
too rapidly. 


The psychiatrist is critical about some 


in the medical profession who tend to 
brush off problems of the elderly. 


What he hates most? Doctors who say,

Folk Medicine 


COLLEGE STATION, TEX. (UPI) — 


An attempt to find and classify medicinal 
plants used in folk medicine in parts of 
Texas and Mexico is being made by Dr. 
Clarissa T. Kimber, Texas A&M Founda- 
tion at College Station. The search is 
supported by a grant from tfhe National 
Institute of Mental Health. 


Such plants, believed to be among the 


first used in medicine on this continent, 
now are becoming extinct. Some medici- 
nal plants used in folk medicine cen- 
turies ago and then ignored have been 
found to yield drugs useful in modern 
medicine. An example is Rauwolfia, a 
plant whose roots produce reserpine, an 
important tranquilizer and hypertensive 
agent.

Suicide Subject Of Best Seller

NEW YORK (UP!) _ Thirty years ago 


books on sex were covered with plnln pa- 
per when rend In public. At home, they 
were read behind locked doors. They 
were hidden from the children. Sex was 
a dirty word. 


Times have changed and sex Isn't a 


dirty word anymore. The current dirty 
word is donth, according to A. Alvarez, 
author of "The Snyuge God" (Random 
Hoti.se) The book is about suicide and 
within one month of its publication In the 
United States has made one best seller 
list and appears headed for others. 


"Death is a dirty subject and I'm 


bringing it out of the cupboard, taking a 
look at it in daylight and blowing the 
dust off it." Alvarez said in an interview. 


ALVAREZ, a native of London, is poet- 


ry editor of The Observer. He has spent 
much time on both sides of the Atlantic 
and came to delve into suicide when Syl- 
via Plntli. the American poetess and an 
acquaintance of his, took her life in 19G2. 


Once the noted English poet tried to do 


himself in — but missed the chance to be 


one of the 1000 successful suicides a day, 
estimated by the World Health organiza- 
tion. 


Alvarez was out of .it for 72 hours. 


Upon recovery he realized that his dis- 
content with life stemmed from the 
"childish expectation" of happiness — so 
much happiness for so much unhappi- 
ness, so much pleasure for so much pain, 


"Once I had accepted that there we- 


ren't ever going to be any answers, even 
In death, I found to my surprise that I 
didn't much care whether I was happy or 
unhappy; problems and the problem of 
problems no longer existed. And that in 
itself is already the beginning of happi- 
ness." 


THE POET isn't a collector of statis- 


tics on suicide, believing "statistics" 
usually are wrong. About suicide, he re- 
ported, these tlu'ngs <are pretty well 
proved: 


—Early summertime is the most popu- 


lar time for self-destruction. 


—Contrary to popular belief, those who 


'attempt suicide and fail often 117 it 
again. Also, those who threaten suicide 
often carry out the threat.

Formula For Longevity 


NEW YORK (UPt) - Avoiding car- 


diac trouble figures in the formula for 
longevity. Heart and circulatory ailments 
load 
to fatal 
attacks and crippling 


strokes 


There are some things, a person can 'la 


to give himself a push on the road to- 
waid long life. Dr. Irving S. Wright, 
president of the American Geriatrics 
Society and past president of the Ameri- 
can Heart Association, in an interview 
talked of some of the things that might 
help a person reach for longevity. 


They include: 
— ' ' p r o p e r treatment of hyperten- 


sion." High blood pressure damages the 
blood pipelines and can lead to a stroke. 
You don't know you have high blood 
pressure unless you get a physical exam. 
It can't be brought under control witrout 
a doctor's guidance. 


—"Reduction of obesity." Extra weight 


puts an additional burden on the body's 
vital systems — from cardio-vascular to 
musculo-skeletal. Persons who are over- 
weight also aren't as energetic as they 
could be if they normalized their weight. 
Obesity also leads to damage to the 


psyche. Fat persons know they don't look 
their best. Fatness can tend to lead to 
depression. 


—"ELIMINATION OF tobacco." Many 


studies comparing smokers and non- 
smokers come to the same conclusion: 
Those who use tobacco aren't as well, as 
a rule, as the non-smokers. 


—"Correct control of diabetes." Two 


million Americans have diabetes and 
don't know it. Here, again, is where an 
adequate annual physical can help one to 
learn about hidden problems and engage 
in control measures. Many among those 
aging learn for the first time that they 
have diabetes when their vision starts 
going out. Doctors agonize over that be- 
cause with proper control of diabetes, the 
blindnesses connected with the disorder 
needn't happen. 


—"Reduction of excessive 
stress." 


That's easier said than done but it's 
something a person needs to work at, if 
interested in longevity. Some persons 
keep their stress inside and get ulcers or 
worsen a tendency to high blood pres- 
sure. Stress can kill. 


Coral Discovery Promises 
Help For Arthritis Victims 


UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. (UPI) - 


The sea may help patients with some 
types of arthritis. 


Scientists at the Pennsylvania State 


University have discovered that a coral 
skeleton from the South Pacific can be 
used as a mold for casting a strong new 
material for prosthetic devices to replace 
damaged joint cartilage. 


The copying process, known as Rep- 


lammeform, 
was developed by Dr. 


John Weber, a geochemist, Dr. Eugene 
W. White, materials scientist, and medi- 
cal student Rod White of Syracuse Uni- 
versity. 


The three scientists returned recently 


from i,hr South Pacific where they har- 
vested samples from 
massive coral 


"heads" of an animal known as porites 


They said the Reptamineform; a pro- 


cess for preparing porous ceramic, metal 
and polymer prosthetic materials, may 
bo used to help damaged cartilage. 


PATHOLOGICALLY softened or dam- 


aged cartilage sometimes may be re- 
placed by prosthetic devices. But those 
now in use, made of steel and alloy, arc 
far from suitable, They do not anchor 
well to the bone and tend to wear out 
under bone-to-bono abrasion. 


Another falling is that .current pros- 


thetic devices frequently are not com- 


patible with blood and tissues. 


The new material is a composite that 


overcomes the disadvantages of the old 
type. An example: a prosthetic device is 
required for the kne. The new device 
would have a "mimic" cartilage on the 
face of the prosthesis. This would cush- 
ion and lubricate joined surfaces. 


Another feature is the second face 


would encourage bone ingrowth and fix- 
ation. The entire structure would be .es- 
pecially strong because of the coral mold 
from which it is cast. 


THE SKELETON of .some corals is a 


continuous mesh of tiny pores or "win- 
dows" an ultraminiahirized man could 
make a "fantastic voyage" through an 
entire coral by following the pores, the 
scientists said. 


What's more, the size of the pores is 


ideal for the ingrowth of human tissues. 


Cast in strong metal, such as titanium, 


one face of the material would serve as 
the anchor end of the prosthetic device. 
Bone would grow into it and not let go 
easily. 


Another face of the material, cast with 


polymers, would fit perfectly into a joint 
and would serve as the substitute for nat- 
ural cartilage softened by disease or 
damaged by injury.

than tine records show. Much conduct 
that authorities classify as suicidal goes 
down on the books as something else. 
The disguised ways of self-destruction in- 
clude alcoholism, drug addiction, auto 
accidents (some authorities estimate as 
many as 50 per cent of auto crashes are 
implicated as suicidal), mountain climb- 
ing accidents.

TRY suicide 
more 


frequently than men do but aren't as suc- 
cessful at it as men. Also: women try in 
soft ways — too many sleeping pills, gas. 
Men, 
meanwhile) try hard ways — div- 


ing off bridges, goinp out windows, shoot- 
ing. 


The Alvarez study of suicide, sur- 


prisingly popular in the United States, 
hasn't been as popular in his native Eng- 
land. The author attributes this to the 
English 'habit of being able to ignore the 
subject. He also attributes it to the 
American trend to "openness about ev- 
erything."

"You Cnn't Take It With You" so bet- 


ter enjoy it while you're here. 


And that's just what everyone does in 


this 1930s comedy by Moss Hart and 
George S. Kaufman, the current produc- 
tion of Village Theatre. 


A very capable Village Theatre cast 


gives ilfo nnd even some plausibility to 
the interesting but offbeat assortment of 
characters who dwell In the household of 
Grandpa Martin Vandorliof. 


Grandpa decided 35 years before that 


he wasn't happy in his job so he quit to 
do the things he likes . . . attending com- 
mencements, visiting the zoo, playing 
darts. With Grandpa setting the ex- 
ample, his family and all those con- 
nected with it "do their own thing" and 
the result is a group of happy human 
beings. 


The only square one in the bunch is 


Alice Sycamore, a granddaughter, in 
love with the boss's son. Her boss, un- 
fortunately, doesn't share Grandpa's phi- 
losophy, and Alice's tribulations trying to 
reconcile their opposing life styles make 
up the main plot of "You Can't Take It 
With You." 


BUT TllE REAL reward in seeing this 


comedy is not its plot development or its 
d i a l o g u e but the character inter- 
pretations and the zany activities of 
these unusual folk, who might well quali- 
fy as the hippies of the '30s. 


It's difficult to single out any one actor

TIP FOB COMPOSTERS: Don't throw 


flesh of any kind on the compost pile. 
Pish carcasses draw revolting maggots. 
It's better to stick with the traditional 
weeds, grass, leaves, salad leftovers. A 
good rule of thumb is: use anything that 
came out of the ground originally. Soil 
without humus is dead, lifeless. Do add 
humus to your flower and vegetable 
beds.

Consumer Fraud Office Has 
Saved Residents $25,000

Village Consumer 


Fraud office lias saved area residents 
$25.000 since its beginning in August 1970, 
Atty. Paul Rettberg, of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, said this week. 


"Most complaints that come through 


our office are under $200 and may in- 
volve warranty or repair work on au- 
tomobiles," Rcttberg, who heads the vol- 
unteer office, said. The office which is 
open from 9 a.m. to noon on Saturdays at 
the Municipal Building is a branch of the 
Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection. 


"Most people are not aware of the ex- 


istence of the bureau and don't know 
v^here to go with their complaints," Rett- 


berg said. He added that the office is 
not a substitute for a lawyer but gives 
advice in regard to the Consumer Fraud 
Act and tlie protection it provides. 


The Elk Grove Village branch office 


with five volunteers has handled cases 
ranging from $7 magazine subscriptions 
to recovering a $4,500 car which was re- 
possessed after the final payment was 
made. About 15 to 20 complaints a month 
are processed by the local office. All 
complaints must be ftiade in writing, and 
forms are available at the village hall. 


Rettberg said several recent com- 


plaints in Elk Grove Village have in- 
volved contracts to buy large quantities 
of meat as an economy measure.

quickly, and about 90 per'cent are re- 
solved at the Elk Grove office," Rettberg 
said. 


Rettberg said normally the seller is 


contacted and made aware that a com- 
plaint has been leveled against him. "We 
often suggest that the businessman re- 
solve the complaint with the buyer on his 
own. This method is particularly effec- 
tive with local merchants when the com- 
plaint does not actually involve fraud." 


Rettberg said sometimes the business- 


men will appreciate a call from'the con- 
sumer office about a complaint to main- 
tain goodwill. "Less than 20 per cent of 
our complaints are for fraud; most times 
they involve a product tha.t doesn't per- 
form as it should," he said. 


"If the businessman and the com- 


plainant cannot resolve their problem 
themselves and the complaint co'ncerns 
fraud, we can hold a voluntary hearing 
in which both parties agree to appear," 
he said. "This is an informal adminis- 
trative hearing, and the finding of the 
hearing officer is not binding." 


Rettbergisaid that the seller is not al- 


ways in the wrong, "Sometimes people 
will sign contracts without reading-them. 
When they find out what they signed t • 
they think they've been cheated." 


THE MOST DIFFICULT cases for the 


consumer fraud bureau are those in 
which the seller cannot be located, Rett- 
berg said. "The fly-by-night contractors 
and the door-to-door salesmen are the 
hardest people to find," he said. 


"If we do find a possibility of fraudu- 


lent misrepresentation or intent to de- 
ceive, under the Consumer Fraud Act we 
have the power to investigate to see if 
there is fraud involved and a pattern of 
fraud," Rettberg said. 


"If we find cause, we can file a suit 


enjoining the business from operating -in 
thf> state or seek to revoke the firm's 
corporate charter," he said. 


Rettberg added that the attorney gen- 


eral's consumer fraud office only has the 
jurisdiction to handle cases that involve 
fraud. He added that there are other le- 
gal remedies for complaints that do not 
need to prove an intent to deceive. 


"We can put a person out of business 


and it protects the public, but that still 
doesn't mean we can get the com- 
plainant's money back," Rettberg said. 
"The common law rule that the 'buyer 
beware' is still a good one,"

Jordan Rosen, Community Services di- 


rector, said later that the counselors in 
no way had been giving counseling on 
abortion but that the problem of an un- 
wanted pregnancy was discussed with 
the girl and her parents like any other 
problem. 


"We, do counseling for whatever kind 


of a problem the person has to help that 
person come to a decision," Rosen said. 


"We do not give advice whether the 


problem concerns runaway teenagers, di- 
vorce or pregnancy," Rosen said. He 
said the counselors help by suggesting 
some things the person should consider 
in making a decision or by referring the 
person to someone else who could help. 


Youth worker Flo Anderson 
said, 


"Pregnancy is one of many human prob- 
lems we deal with and we are here to 
meet the needs of the community." 


"We never counsel for a certain point 


of view on any problem but always dis- 
cuss the problem with the individual and 
help him work out his own solution," she 
said. 


Rosen said in the case of unmarried 


teenage girls, parents are always con- 
tacted after pregnancy is verified if 
counseling is to continue.

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Teachers Reject 
School Board's 
Latest Proposal 


The Wheeling Faculty Council over- 


whelmingly rejected the latest contract 
proposal by the Dist. 21 Board of Educa- 
tion, according to Margo Richter, chair- 
man of the WFC. 


Miss Richter said the general member- 


ship of the WFC came to the closed 
meeting Wednesday ready to vote. She 
said there was little discussion about 
which way the council should vote on the 
contract offer. 


The WFC voted down the following pro- 


posal: 


—A conditional 5 per cent pay in- 


crease. 


—Eleven days' leave of absence plus 


one additional day, with the approval of 
the personnel director, with all days ac- 
cumulating until a total of 90 is reached, 


—SU2 maximum payment for insur- 


ance. 


—S15 per semester hour for approved 


college work beyond a bachelor's degree. 


—Current 
professional 
compensation 


and provisions. 


The condition of the pay increase is 


that the WFC accept the above items and 
three items of the procedural section of 
the contract. The three items are scope, 
fact-finding and the strike clause. 


THE SCOPE is supposedly the biggest 


drawback to acceptance of the contract. 
The board would like to keep the scope of 
the current contract and the WFC would 
like to widen it to cover more of the 
educational benefits for teachers. 


Larry Halter, Illinois Education Asso- 


ciation consultant to the WFC and spokes- 
man for its negotiating team, said it was 
obvious the council would turn down the 
proposal. 


"The offer made by the board is unreal- 


istic and the WFC knew it. They have 
been kept tip to date with all the contract 
proposals and they were ready to reject 
this one," said Halter. 


Halter said he and the WFC negotiat- 


ing team have been given the right to 
react to the talks as they see fit at the 
12th session this afternoon. He said, "If 
that means going to impasse to get what 
the WFC wants, that's what will be done. 
We have an obligation to represent the 
staff." 


THK WFC membership represents ap- 


proximately 75 per cent of the niifj-mem- 
ber teaching staff in Dist. 21. It is not 
known how many WFC members actual- 
ly voted at the Wednesday meeting. 


Halter said he wasn't sure if today's 


negotiating session with the board would 
bring about an impasse, but, "If this cur- 
rent offer i.s their last we may have no 
choice." 


.John Barger, .spokesman for the board, 


said at the last negotiating session, "This 
is our 
final 
offer 
on all outstanding 


items. If we can reach agreement on all 
thc.se items we might bo able to move 
slightly more in the salary area."

Village Suit 
On Airport 
Dismissed 


Cook County Circuit Court Judge Nath- 


an M. Cohen has dismissed the Village of 
Wheeling's suit against Pal-Waukee Air- 
port. He also has dismissed two of the 
three counts the county has brought 
against the airport. 


The third count, that the airport has 


violated a special-use permit, still is to 
be argued in Judge Cohen's courtroom. 
Attorneys expect a decision on .that count 
as well as on the entire hearing will 
come Friday. 


In dismissing the Wheeling suit, Judge 


Cohen stated that the village cannot sue 
the airport since it is riot within the vil- 
lage jurisdiction. However, if individual 
residents would like to challenge the air- 
port they may do so. 


ACCORDING TO Paul Hamcr, village 


attorney, the judge ruled that "the vil- 
lage as a whole has no legal standing in 
the case." 


The judge dismissed the two county 


charges about the runway length and 
weight of planes landing at Pal-Waukee 
for two different reasons. 


He reportedly said the county has not 


proven that the NNE-SSW runway is 
over the legal limits in its length. He 
added that he has been unable to see how 
the airport criminally violated any re- 
strictions on the runway length. 


The second count — charging that 


overweight planes have been landing at 
Pal-Waukee — was worded incorrectly, 
according to the judge. He also refused 
to allow Assistant State's Atty. Robert 
Sarnoff to amend the complaint. 


Hamcr said the judge said that a crim- 


inal complaint cannot be amended. Judge 
Cohen added, however, that the county 
may refile the complaint at a later date.

Ion had with the state last week to dis- 
cuss the possibility of traffic lights at the 
i n t e r s e c t i o n of Dundee Road with 
Schoenbeck Road and St. Armond Lane. 


At that meeting it was agreed that a 


new traffic survey of the intersection will 
be conducted, with the state taking the 
count on Dundee Road and the village 
counting the traffic on Schoenbeck and 
St. Armond. 


Once the count is taken the state will 


then decide whether the traffic flow jus- 
tifies lights at the intersection. 


SCANLON SAID Monday the meeting 


June 26 will also be to discuss in- 
stallation of turn arrows in the lights at 
Dundee and Wolf roads and at Dundee 
and McHenry roads. He said traffic prob- 
lems on Elmhurst Road would also be 
considered. 


Scanlon jokingly urged local residents 


to drive back and forth on Dundee Road 
at St. Armond and Schoenbeck to make 
sure the count is high enough to get 
lights. 


"A lot of cars better get out and go 


back and forth to make the count heavy. 
You can just go back and forth, back and 
forth. You don't have to turn onto Dun- 
dee Road," Scanlon said with a smile. 


Residents of the area west of Elmhurst 


Road have been trying to get lights in- 
stalled at the intersection for several 
years-because it is difficult to cross Dun- 
dee or turn onto Dundee from the two 
side streets. 


Seek Police Protection In Parks 


The Wheeling Park District Board has 


asked the village to provide police pro- 
tection and patrols for park property. 


In a letter to the village board park 


district Supt. Ferd. Arndt said "We feel 
that your assistance is definitely needed 
to keep the citizens of our community 
safe." 


The park district letter was prompted 


by a discussion by the village board 
recently about the need for patrol of the 
park property now that the park district 
has eliminated its private guard service 
in an economy move. 


Arndt asked the village to provide 


"protection and surveillance of park 
property by the Wheeling Police Depart- 
ment." 


"It is joint cooperation such as this 


which makes for a better community," 
Arndt said in the letter. 


The village board referred the matter 


to its police and fire committee for 
study. 


IN OTHER action Monday the board 


met in a lengthy executive session to dis- 
cuss personnel and litigation. 


Trustee Albert Lang announced he re- 


ceived an application from David Phil- 
lips, the Wheeling Park District recrea- 
tion director, to serve on the village's 


youth commission. 


Lang called a meeting, for 7 p.m. next 


Monday, of the judiciary and purchasing 
committee to discuss other board ap- 
pointments of applicants for volunteer 
boards and commissions. 


William Bieber, director of building 


and zoning, told the board he is waiting 
for keys to several abandoned gas sta- 
tions in the village to complete fire, 
health and building code inspections on 
the boarded-up buildings. 


Bieber said the owners have been giv- 


en a June 15 deadline to produce the 
keys. Two of the five stations the village 
is seeking to have demolished have been 
completely inspected, he said. 


ONCE THE INSPECTIONS are com- 


pleted the village plans to take the own- 
ers to court to force the demolition of the 
buildings. 


The board referred a request from the

The board also referred a request from 


Robert Ross of 312 S. Wheeling Ave. to 
build an indoor swimming pool to the vil- 
lage manager to clarify the application 
fpr the zoning variation. 


The trustees then referred a rezoning 


request for a-small parcel of land on the 
southwest corner of the Chelsea Cove de- 
velopment to the zoning board of appeals 
for a public hearing. 


Hollywood Builders, owner of the land, 


is seeking service business district zon- 
ing for the property so a shopping area 
can be built. 


The property is on the north side of 


McHenry Road northwest of the inter- 
section with Elmhurst Road.'

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Senate Approves 'Paramedic' Bill 


by BOB LAHEY 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Senate, 


after extensive debate on Ihc floor, yes- 
terday approved legislation that would 
allow police and firemen greater latitude 
in aiding victims of accidents and emer- 
gency illnesses. 


, Termed the "paramedic" bill, it would 
pave the way for an emergency treat- 


ment plan being instituted by Northwest 
Community Hospital 


The bill was sponsored by Sen. John A. 


Graham, R-Bamnglon, who attracted bi- 
partisan support to push it past spirited 
opposition in the Senate. 


Despite loud objections by some sena- 


tors, who feared the bill would weaken 
the recourse of patients against negligent 
treatment, only a handful of "no" votes 


were recorded. 


Basically, the bill would allow police, 


firemen, ambulance operators and others 
to administer certain medical treatment, 
after training by a doctor and under the 
'direct supervision of a doctor or nurse. 


As Graham said on the 'Senate floor, 


the only hospital in the state that would 
be immediately affected by the bill is 
Northwest Community. 


Approve New School For Maryville 


Legislation opening the way to a new 


state-financed school for students from 
Maryville Academy in Des Plaines was 
approved overwhelmingly yesterday in 
the state senate. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Richard 


Ogilvie who is expected to sign it into 
law, according to Rep. Eugene Schlick- 
man, R-Arlington Heights, 
th,e bill's 


primary sponsor. 


Schliclcman said yesterday he expects 


the governor to sign the bill within the 
next two weeks. Arlen Gould an official 
of the governor's office, indicated support 
of the bill as early as last November, 
according to Schlickman. 


The new school will be used to replace 


the current River Road School, which 


consists of rooms in a substandard build- 
ing owned by the academy and leased by 
River Trails Disl, 26. Currently approxi- 
mately 150 Maryville children attend 
River Road, while the other Maryville 
elementary school children attend the 
district's other schools. 


SPECIFICALLY THE bill authorizes 


state funds for school building when a 
non-public school closes, resulting in an 
enrollment increase of 5 per cent or 
more to a public school district. Under 
the terms of the bill the children in- 
volved cannot have parents in the dis- 
trict. 


After Ogilvie signs the bill, he is ex- 


pected to declare the need for such a 
school exists in Dist. 26. The next step 


will be for officials from the state Office 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion to develop plans for the new school 
in cooperation with Dist. 26 leaders. 


No exact cost estimate on the new 


structure has been made; however, state 
officials have indicated there are state 
funds available. The site for the proposed 
school has not been selected. 


Yesterday's vote in the senate was 31- 


4. The House approved the measure in 
May. Schlickman said the senate vote 
turnout was low and attributed it to the 
fact that many senators decided not to 
vote because technically the bill was 
"not a money bill." Senators had decided 
at the start of the session "to give prior- 
ity to money bills," he said.

Clearbrook Center has received unoffi- 


cial word that the school will receive fed- 
eral funds to start a community living 
center for retarded adults in the North- 
west suburban area. 


The Herald learned yesterday that the 


governor's Advisory Council on Mental 
Health approved Clearbrook's request for 
a "start-up" grant at a session in Chi- 
cago yesterday afternoon. 


Clearbrook Executive Director Byrn 


Witt, contacted to confirm the report, 
said he learned that the center "will re- 
ceive less than we requested," but would 
not elaborate on other details. 


The original request for funding, filed 


several months ago, sought about $32,000 
to begin what Witt has described as a 
"residential center for 20 mildly 
and 


moderately retarded 
adults from the 


area that Clearbrook serves." 


Under the terms of the grant program, 


about $7,000 of that total would have had 
to be raised or contributed locally. 


WITT SAID that although the total al- 


located to Clearbrook by the governor's 
committee is less than requested, "we 
did get an adequate amount" to start a 
live-in center. 


The only other detail Witt would con- 


firm was that the committee will dis- 
burse the funds to Clearbrook over a 
three-month period instead of over four | 
months as was requested 


This means that when Clearbrook de- 


cides what day the grant should take ef- 
fect, the center will have three months to 
make a live-in facility operable. 


Clearbrook already has received 
a 


promise of an allotment from the state 


Department of Mental Health to main- 
tain a live-in center once it is operating. 


Witt said further details of the "start- 


up" grant allocation will be revealed 
when Clearbrook receives official con- 
firmation from Dr. Albert Glass, the di- 
rector of the Department of Mental 
Health, which, he said, should come in a 
week to 10 days. 


THE MONEY for the "start-up" grant 


is made available by the federal govern- 
ment under the Developmental Dis- 
abilities and Facilities Construction Act 
of 1970. The state department of Mental 
Health allocates the funds to agencies 
working in the field of developmental dis- 
abilities. 


Although 
official 
figures 
Were not 


available, it is believed that only about 
one-fourth of the agencies in Illinois that 


applied for the federal funds will receive 
them 


Once official confirmation of the grant 


comes through, Clearbrook will turn its 
complete attention to finding a suitable 
building in which to operate a live-in cen- 
ter, Witt said. 


Although Clearbrook's sights have been 


focused for several months on the con- 
vent at Sacred Heart of Mary High 
School in Rolling Meadows, Witt said 
yesterday that the owners have not de- 
cided if they will rent the convent to 
Clearbrook. 


The Archdiocese of Chicago owns the 


convent. The present tenant, the North- 
west Human Resourses 
Development 


Center, is negotiating with the arch- 
diocese to stay there. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS hospital 


already has undertaken a training pro- 
gram for emergency personnel in Arling- 
ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Palatine, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Schaumburg. 


Under present laws, emergency per- 


sonnel are strictly limited in the services 
they may perform. Under the Graham 
bill, they would be permitted to adminis- 
ter certain drugs and perform some 
medical procedures not now allowed. 


The procedures could only be carried 


out with radioed or telephoned instruc- 
tion by a doctor, who would be supplied 
by electronic methods or by & description 
from the paramedic with information re- 
garding the symptoms of the victim. 


In securing passage of the bill, Gra- 


ham encountered opposition from some 
Republican colleagues, but received key 
support from two powerful Democrats. 


The bill was opposed by Rep. William 


G Horsely, R-Springfield, who contended 
that it would reduce responsibility of doc- 
tors in emergency rooms for wrongful 
treatment. 


Graham maintained that the bill did 


not present that danger, and said he had 
been told by doctors and nurses that 
many victims who are dead on arrival at 
the hospital could be saved by the treat- 
ment authorized in the bill. 


AS OPPISITION mounted on the floor, 


Sen. Cecil Partee, D-Chicago, president 
pro tern of the Senate, rallied support for 
the bill by declaring that whatever weak- 
nesses it might have, it would provide a 
needed service to accident victims. 


Also joining in support from the Demo- 


cratic side of the Senate was Sen. Robert 
Knuppel, of rural Petersburg. Knuppel 
delivered an emotional description of 
how he had suffered a heart attack while 
in a car in downstate Illinois and had to 
be driven 70 miles to the nearest hospi- 
tal. 


"Not everybody, in the State of Illi- 


nois," he told Horsely, "lives within min- 
utes of fine hospitals like you have in 
Springfield and Chicago." 


Graham also promised senators oppos- 


ing the bill that he would work closely 
with the House of Representatives in cor- 
recting any weaknesses the bill may 
have. 


Passage of the bill is expected in the 


House, and Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
indicated he will sign it into law.

Fraud office has saved area residents 
$25,000 since its beginning in August 1970, 
Atty. Paul Rettberg, of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, said this week. 


"Most complaints that come through 


our office are under $200 and may in- 
volve warranty or repair work on au- 
tomobiles," Rettberg, who heads the vol- 
unteer office, said. The office which is 
open from 9 a.m. to noon on Saturdays at 
the Municipal Building is a branch of the 
Illinois Attorney General's Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection. 


"Most people are not aware of the ex- 


istence of the bureau and don't know 
where to go with their complaints," Rett- 
berg said. He added that the office is 
not a substitute for a lawyer but gives 
advice in regard to the Consumer Fraud 
Act and the protection it provides. 


The Elk Grove Village branch office 


with five volunteers has handled cases 
ranging from $7 magazine subscriptions 
to recovering a $4,500 car which was re- 
possessed after the final payment was 
made. About 15 to 20 complaints a month 
are processed by the local office. All 
complaints must be made in writing, and 
forms are available at the village hall. 


Rettberg said several recent com- 


plaints in Elk Grove Village have in- 
volved contracts to buy large quantities 
of meat as an economy measure. 


BY THE TIME the people have paid a 


membership fee to allow them to buy the 
meat at low prices and purchased a few 
hundred dollars worth of meat and a 
freezer in which to store the meat, it 
takes a while to realize the savings, Rett- 
berg said. He added that many of these 
meat freezer food plants will finance the 
contract for an exorbitant rate of inter- 
est. 


"Most complaints can 
be 
handled 


quickly, and about 90 per cent are re- 
solved at the Elk Grove office," Rettberg 
said. 


Rettberg said normally the seller is 


contacted and made aware that a com- 
plaint has been leveled against him. "We 
often suggest that the businessman re- 
solve the complaint with the buyer on his 
own. 
This method is particularly effec- 


tive with local merchants when the com- 
plaint does not actually involve fraud." 


Rettberg said sometimes the business- 


men will appreciate a call from the con- 


sumer office about a complaint to main- 
tain goodwill. "Less than 20 per cent of 
our complaints are for fraud; most times 
they involve a product that doesn't per- 
form as it should," he said. 


"If the businessman and the com- 


plainant cannot resolve their problem 
themselves and the complaint concerns 
fraud, we can hold a voluntary hearing 
in which both parties agree to appear," 
he said. "This is an informal adminis- 
trative hearing, and the finding of the 
hearing officer is not binding." 


Rettberg said that the seller is not al- 


ways in the wrong. "Sometimes people 
will sign contracts without reading them. 
When they .find out what they signed, 
they think they've been cheated." 


THE MOST DIFFICULT cases for the 


consumer fraud bureau are those in 
which the seller cannot be located, Rett- 
berg said. "The fly-by-night contractors 
and the door-to-door salesmen are the 
hardest people to find," he said. 


"If we do find a possibility of fraudu- 


lent misrepresentation or intent to de- 
ceive, under the Consumer Fraud Act we 
have the power to investigate to see if 
there is fraud involved and a pattern of 
fraud," Rettberg said. 


"If we find cause, we can file a suit 


enjoining the business from operating in 
the state or seek to revoke the firm's 
corporate charter," he said. 
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Village To Need 
Improvements In 
Water System

The water supply in Buffalo Grove is 


apparently adequate for the present, but 
several improvements will be needed in 
future expansion areas, according to a 
$7.000 water study by Alvord, Burdick £ 
Howson of Chicago. 


The study was discussed briefly at the 


village board meeting this week, with 
further discussion planned for the work- 
shop session next Monday night. 


George Neher, representative of the 


engineering firm, said that although wa- 
ter seems to be adequate now, he would 
not advise removing the lawn sprinkling 
restrictions in the village. 


The study points out that underground 


water supplies are 
diminishing, and 


wells will need to be sunk deeper in the 
future. 


Improvements estimated at SI million 


are needed by 1975, according to the re- 
port. Included in the necessary additions 
are an elevated water storage facility 
(tank or standpipe), $200,000 worth of 
feeder mains, an $80.000 central control 
panel and $280.000 for an additional well 
and work on two existing wells.

ments will be paid by developers as they 
build in the village. Developers normally 
add necessary sewer and water lines, 
and will be expected to add wells. Larson 
said tap-on fees for the homes in the new 
developments will be reduced by 
the

Larson added that the $1 million worth

are expected to be annexed. 


THE STUDY calls for one new deep 


well plus lowering of pumps in two exist- 
ing wells by 1974. By 1988 there should be 
an additional deep well and lowered 
pumps in two existing wells. 


The engineers recommend additional 


storage to the village's present 1.8-mil- 
lion gallon capacity in the form of under- 
ground tanks and an elevated tank or 
standpipe. The study points out that stor- 
age in a standpipe or elevated tank also 
provides better pressure for fire fighting.

Senate OKs Paramedic Bill 
With Bipartisan Support

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Senate, 


after extensive debate on the floor, yes- 
terday approved legislation that would 
allow police and firemen greater latitude 
in aiding victims of accidents and emer- 
gency illnesses. 


Termed the "paramedic" bill, it would 


pave the way for an emergency treat- 
ment plan being instituted by Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The bill was sponsored by Sen. John A. 


Graham, E-Barrington, who attracted bi- 
partisan support to push it past spirited 
opposition in the Senate. 


Despite loud objections by some sena- 


tors, who feared the bill would weaken 
the recourse of patients against negligent 
treatment, only a handful of "no" votes 
were recorded. 


Basically, the bill would allow police, 


firemen, ambulance operators and others 
to administer certain medical treatment, 
after training by a doctor and under the 
direct supervision of a doctor or nurse. 


As Graham said on the Senate floor, 


the only hospital in the state that would 
be immediately affected by the bill is 
Northwest Community. 


.THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS hospital 


already has undertaken a training pro- 
gram for emergency personnel in Arling- 
ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Palatine, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Schaumburg. 


Under present laws, emergency per- 


sonnel are strictly limited in the services 
they may perform. Under the Graham 
bill, they would be permitted to adminis- 
ter certain drugs and perform some 
medical procedures not now allowed, 


The procedures could only be carried 


out with radioed or telephoned instruc- 
tion by a doctor, who would be supplied 
by electronic methods or by a description 
from the paramedic with information re- 
garding the symptoms of the victim. 


In securing passage of the bill, Gra- 


ham encountered opposition from some 
Republican colleagues, but received key 
support from two powerful Democrats. 


The bill was opposed by Rep. William 


G. Horsely, R-Springfield, who contended 
that it would reduce responsibility of doc- 
tors in emergency rooms for wrongful 
treatment. 


Graham maintained that the bill did 


not present that danger, and said he had 
been told by doctors and nurses that 


many victims who are dead on arrival at 
the hospital could be saved by the treat-

Knuppel 
delivered an emotional description of 
how he had suffered a heart attack while 
in a car in downstate Illinois and had to 
be driven 70 miles to the nearest hospi- 
tal. 


"Not everybody in the State of Illi- 


nois," he told Horsely, "lives within min- 
utes of fine hospitals like you have in 
Springfield and Chicago." 


Graham also promised senators oppos-

Black Blasts Stereotypes

The tall black man looked straight at 


the dark-haired girl as he asked the 
question. "You're of Italian decent — is 
it true you're all In the Mafia?" 


The girl laughed and shook her head. 


The black man quickly added, "I did 
that on purpose, because that's the ster- 
eotype. What's so damn unfortunate 
about stereotypes is it keeps us from re- 
lating to each other." 


But relating was not the problem last 


week as the black man, Eugene Perkins, 
spent two hours talking'to students in 
Candy Atlgauer's Black Literature class 
at Arlington High School. 


Perkins, a poet and playwright from 


Chicago's South Side, appears in high 
schools as part of the Illinois Arts Coun- 
cil Poets-in-the-Schools program. He was 
the fourth poet Mrs. Allgauer invited to 
Arlington. "I've asked him to talk about 
black life." she said. "These kids have 
been reading black literature but some of 
them have never met a black person." 


"What does it feel like to be in the 


south?" an attractive blonde asked. "Is 
it different from the north?" 


"It's more honest down South," Per- 


kins replied. "Whites dislike you and 
you know where you stand." 


THEN HE THOUGHT for a moment. 


"You know, though, the South is chang- 
ing. The South may become more liberal 
than the North eventually because at 
least down there the black-white relation- 
ship is out in the open. In the North 
there's more deceit."

' The line "do you dig, brother?" prefaced 


comments about the changing black con- 
sciousness. The last line brought the 
poem up short. "Do you dig, brother? If 
you don't you better dig your own black 
grave." 


In his early poems. Perkins explained, 


"I was trying to bring the American 
dream to everybody. Other poems dealt 
with ghetto life and his feeling of com- 
radeship with Africans." 


After one poem, he said, "You know, 


maybe you don't understand these be- 
cause you don't know the language. Do 
you know what a conked head is?" 


Some students knew a conked head is a 


black head on which the kinky hair has 
been straightened, 


"Yeah, I guess some of these things 


are becoming common. The media picks 
up a lot of black culture and tries to sell 
It. This country will try to sell anything 
— you know one night Nixon said power 
to the people on TV and I think Hucy 
(Newton, defense minister of the Black 
Panther Party) turned over. Somehow I 
don't, believe he meant It the way other 
people do." 


THE STUDENTS reacted in varying 


ways to his other remarks — about vio- 
lence, and the ghetto. "Violence didn't do 
any good, did It?" one boy said, 


"I think It did sometimes. Nothing hap- 


pened In Watts 'til after the riot. Some- 
times this country only responds to vio- 
lence. Blacks have bc«n pushed around 
and 
If you got pushed far enough, if 


you're a man, you push buck." 


But he was conciliating. "I don't advo- 


cate violence, but you have to under- 
stand the frustration of the ghetto. Young 
whites for the most part don't seek infor- 
mation. If you just stick to the New York 
Times or Life magazine or the Sun- 
Times, all you'll get are white ster- 
eotypes. You have to expose yourself to a 
wide range of things and then reach 
some kind of conclusion." 


Then, he was talking about the Mafia, 


and Italians, and the students were 


laughing with him about stereotypes. He 
joked about moving with his family to 
Arlington Heights. "Are there any blacks 
here?" he asked. 


Finally, even though the students 


didn't want him to go, he said goodbye. 
"Thank you for being tolerant of me," he 
said. "I hope you don't agree with every- 
thing I say because that would be fright- 
ening. I might really have to move out 
here." 


Bid To Block Addition Fails 


Residents living immediately west of 


the Sellstrom IndustrialPark in Palatine 
failed this week in their second attempt 
to block plans for an addition to the ASR 
Corp., located within the industrial park. 


David Ruedlin, an attorney who said 


he represented 28 families living on Oak, 
Washington, and Fremont streets, asked 
the Palatine Village Board to declare 
plans for a planting strip separating 
their homes from the ASR building in 
violation of the village's zoning ordi- 
nances. 
' 


The trustees, however, indicated that 


engineering plans for the planting strip 
already have been approved and, at any 


rate, probably would not be in violation 
of zoning ordinances. 


RUEDLIN WOULD not comment on 


what, if any, action is , being con- 
templated by the homeowners. Twelve 
attended the meeting. 


Thirty residents submitted a petition to 


the trustees May 22 objecting to ASR's 
plans, specifically a retention ditch and a 
fence. 


Ruedlin said 67 per cent of the "buffer 


area" would be allocated to the ditch. 


Mayor Jack Moodie said, however, 


that "as long as the separation and 
screening objectives are achieved (by 


the planting strip), I don't see what ob- 
jection you could have." 


The homeowners said they were con- 


cerned that the retention ditch could pro- 
duce an odor and a breeding spot for 
mosquitoes. In addition, they maintained 
that the ditch would constitute a struc- 
ture, but the trustees contended that it 
would not. 


Leordard Marcus, contractor for ASR 


Corp., charged that the homeowners 
complaints were "exaggerations" and 
said ASR is "very sympathetic and mak- 
ing every effort to make the westernmost 
portion of the area as acceptable as we 
can." 


Village Objects To Luxury Complex 


The Village of Palatine will file a stat- 


utory objection to a 458-unit luxury 
apartment development on a 14.6-acre 
site north of the village., 


Village trustees Monday concurred 


with the recommendation of Village Mgr. 
Berton G. Braun that an objection be 
filed, mainly because of the high density 
of the proposed complex. The density ex- 
ceeds 31 units per acre. 


Move To Reduce Plantings In 
Parking Area Unsuccessful 


Developers of the Palatine Mall were 


unsuccessful in their efforts this week to 
reduce the amount of planting required 
in the new shopping center's parking 
area. 


Mark Kahan, attorney for Hanover- 


Palatine, Inc., owners of the K-Mart Dis- 
count Store under development at Hicks 
and Baldwin roads, asked the Palatine 
Village Board for special permission to 
retain "green" seven, rather than the re- 
quired 10 per cent of the parking lot. 


Kahan said by constructing a fence 


along the eastern border, of the property, 
retaining the trees on the north side and 
landscaping the parkway, the developers 
"have tried to meet the spirit pf the ordi- 
nance." 


HE SAID having to meet the ,10 per 


cent level of planting required by the vil- 
lage presents both financial and;devel- 
opmental problems for Hanover-Pala- 
tine. 


Some 60 to 70 parking spaces would 


have to be eliminated in order to meet 


the requirements, Kahan said. At pre- 
sent, 884 parking spaces are envisioned 
for the stores. 


Kahan also argued that in the devel- 


opment of K-Mart stores in 15 Illinois 
and 12 Iowa cities, ;he has never encoun- 
tered a planting- ordinance specifying 
more than 5 per cent of a parking lot 
must be "green." 


The trustees, led by Mayor Jack 


Moodie, countered that "we don't have to 
defend our ordinance every time some- 
one'questions it." 


Moodie said if Kahan can "provide a 


case for a basic change in the ordi- 
nance," he should take it up with the 
village manager. Otherwise, the request 
for a variance, which is prohibited under 
the ordinance, would be out of order. 


Kahan acknowledged awareness of the 


ordinance before construction began at 
the k-Mart site, but said the company 
was "in a tremendously difficult finan- 
cial position" to meet its obligations to 
the shopping center's tenants without the 
variance., 


Township Government Is

Objections to the project must be filed 


by Friday. It will then be considered by 
the Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 
,peals for a recommendation to the Cook 
'County Board of Commissioners, which 
would take final action on the rezoning 
request.

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Affects Northwest Community Hospital 
Senate OKs Paramedic Bill 
With Bipartisan Support

SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Senate, 


after extensive debate on fhe floor, yes- 
terday approved legislation that would 
allow police and firemen greater latitude 
in aiding victims of accidents and emer- 
gency illnesses. 


Termed the "paramedic" bill, it would 


pave the way for an emergency treat- 
ment plan being instituted by Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The bill was sponsored by Sen. John A. 


Graham, R-Barrlngton, who attracted bi- 
partisan support to push it past spirited 
opposition in the Senate. 


Despite loud objections by some sena- 


tors, who feared the bill would weaken 
the recourse of patients against negligent 
treatment, only a handful of "no" votes 
were recorded. 


Basically, the bill would allow police, 


firemen, ambulance operators and others 
to administer certain medical treatment, 
after training by a doctor and under the 
direct supervision of a doctor or nurse. 


As Graham said on the Senate floor, 


the only hospital in the state that would 
be immediately affected by the bill is 
Northwest Community. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS hospital 


already has undertaken a training pro- 
gram for emergency personnel in Arling- 
ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Palatine, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Schaumburg. 


Under present laws, emergency per- 


sonnel are strictly limited in the services 
they may perform. Under the Graham 
bill, they would be permitted to admlnis-

'Wheel Tax* 
Suit Is

A suit challenging the constitutionality 


of the Cook County "wheel" tax on ve- 
hicles in unincorporated areas has been 
continued to June 28. 


The continuance was granted by Cir- 


cuit Court Judge Edward Sarnow on the 
request of Attorney Ed Herman. Berman 
represents the plaintiffs in the suit 
against the county. 


The suit, filed in April, contends the 


tax is unconstitutional because while it is 
collected only from unincorporated areas 
it goes into the county general fund. 


The class action suit was filed on be- 


half of all unincorporated area residents 
by the Prospect Heights Improvement 
Association fPHIA), a large Prospect 
Heights homeowners group. 


The suit climaxed several months of 


active opposition to the wheel tax and 
two others passed last December by the 
Cook County Board. 


Funds to pursue the legal action 


against the wheel tax have come primar- 
ily from donations from homowrters as- 
sociations and residents throughout unin- 
corporated Cook County. 


The homeowners groups' fight against 


the wheel tax also led to the formation 
last week of a federation of homeowners 
groups. Currently the group is planning a 
petition drive to have a recall proposition 
on the county's home-rule powers placed 
on the November ballot. The county was 
able lo pass the wheel tax under the 
home-rule powers it had gained from the 
new Illinois constitution.

Senate Approves 'Paramedic' Bill 


by BOB LAHEY 


SPRINGFIELD - The Illinois Senate, 


after extensive debate on the floor, yes- 
terday approved legislation that would 
allow police and firemen greater latitude 
in aiding victims of accidents and emer- 
gency illnesses: 


Termed the "paramedic" bill, it would 


pave the way for an emergency treat- 
ment plan being instituted by Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


The bill was sponsored by Sen. John A. 


Graham, R-Barrington, who attracted bi- 
partisan support to push it past spirited 
opposition in the Senate. 


Despite loud objections by some sena- 


tors, who feared the bill would weaken 
the recourse of patients against negligent 
treatment, only a handful of "no" votes 
were recorded. 


Basically, the bill would allow police, 


firemen, ambulance operators and others 
to administer certain medical treatment, 
after training by a doctor and under the 
direct supervision of a doctor or nurse. 


As Graham said on the Senate floor, 


the only hospital in the state that would 
be immediately affected by the bill is 
Northwest Community. 


THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS hospital 


already has undertaken a training pro- 
gram for emergency personnel in Arling- 
ton Heights, Buffalo Grove, Palatine, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Roll- 
ing Meadows and Schaumburg. 


Under present laws, emergency per- 


sonnel are strictly limited in the services 
they may perform. Under the Graham 
bill, they would be permitted to adminis- 
ter certain drugs and perform some 


medical procedures not now allowed. 


The procedures could only be carried 


out with radioed or telephoned instruc- 
tion by a doctor, who would be supplied 
by electronic methods or by a description 
from the paramedic with information re- 
garding the symptoms of the victim. 


In securing passage of the bill, Gra- 


ham encountered opposition from some 
Republican colleagues, but received key 
support from two powerful Democrats. 


The bill was opposed by Rep. William 


G. Horsely, R-Springfield, who contended 
that it would reduce responsibility of doc- 
tors in 'emergency rooms for wrongful 
treatment. 


Graham maintained that the bill did 


not present that danger, and said he had 
been told by doctors and nurses that 
many victims who are dead on arrival at 
the hospital could be saved by the treat- 
ment authorized in the bill. 


AS OPPISITION mounted on the floor, 


Sen. Cecil Partee, D-Chicago, president 
pro tern of the Senate, rallied support for 
the bill by declaring that whatever weak- 
nesses it might have, it would provide a 
needed service to accident victims. 


Also joining in support from the Demo- 


cratic side of the Senate was Sen. Robert 
Knuppel, of rural Petersburg. 'Knuppel 
delivered an emotional description of 


how he had suffered a heart attack while 
in a car in downstate Illinois and had to 
be driven 70 miles to the nearest hospi- 
tal. 


"Not 
everybody in the State of Illi- 


nois," he told Horsely, "lives within min- 
utes of fine hospitals like you have in 
Springfield and Chicago." 


Graham also promised senators oppos- 


ing the bill that he would work closely 
with the House of Representatives in cor- 
recting any weaknesses the bill may 
have. 


Passage of the bill is expected in the 


' House, and Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie has 
indicated he will sign it into law. 


Firemen Get Latest Cardiac Care Units 


The most up-to-date cardiac care units 


available will be used in two Mount 
Prospect Fire Department ambulances 
as part of an area-wide program oper- 
ating through, Northwest Community 
Hospital. 


The Mount Prospect Village Board 


Tuesday approved the expenditure of 
$11,394 for the two units, each of which 
includes a portable EKG (heart monitor- 
ing device), a defibrillator (a heart 
shock device) and a transmitter. The 
t r a n s m i t t e r will send information 
directly to the -hospital's emergency 
room where it can be evaluated by a 
doctor. He can then direct ambulance 
personnel by radio as to the proper pro- 


cedures to be followed.

and Inverness. Arlington Heights will 
participate, according to village officials, 
with the money coming from a contin- 
gency fund at first.

he could go, in the middle or low. I think 
it's good for the employes to have the 
ranges because then they know what 
they can expect, even if they don't know 
when to expect it." 


The range between minimum and max- 


imum salaries is wider for some jobs, 
like cafeteria manager or maintenance 
engineer, than for deans, assistant prin- 
cipals and principals. Kolze explained 
the deans, assistant and .associate princi- 
pals, and principals can expect to re- 
ceive promotions in the system, but other 
jobs have less opportunity for advance- 
ment and so need wider salary ranges. 


CURRENTLY THE minimum salary 


for a dean is $13,600, the maximum is 
$16,600 and the standard is $14,800. Some 
other ranges are: assistant principal, 
$15,400 to $18,700, with a standard salary 
of $16,700; associate principal, $17,400 to 
$21,200, with an $18,900 standard; and 
principal, $22,200 to $27,000 .with a stan- 
dard of $24,100. 


Each year, Kolze said, the adminis- 


trators draw up a list of objectives they 
hope to accomplish, which he reviews 
with them. Part of their evaluation the 
following year then considers whether 
they have accomplished the objectives. 


Last year the administrators attended 


several seminars on writing objectives 
that were run free of charge by a local

Has New Angle

Three months ago, Mount Prospect 


Dist. 57 school board members wore tell- 
ing residents n pretty sad story. 


Severe staff cuts and at lenst a $110,000 


deficit without any school construction 
would be in store if voters didn't approve 
a 39-cent tax hike, board members said. 


They said the board would then prob- 


ably have to consider closing some 
schools In 1973-74 and might even be 
forced to pay teachers in lOUs. Some 
board members even predicted possible 
shutdown of the district in 1975. 


Although the board did not make as 


severe staff cuts as promised, last

month's budget projection of a $436,000 
deficit seemed to substantiate part of the 
board's story. 


But new information presented Monday 


night makes the story look almost like a 
bad fairy tale. According to a report pre- 
pared by the administration, the dis- 
trict's 1972-73 financial picture may not 
be as bleak as board members had 
preached before the March 25 referen- 
dum. 


SUPT. ERIC Sahlberg told 
board 


members the district's total deficit could 
be reduced to approximately $56,000. 
This could be done, according to the ad- 


ministration's report, because of an an- 
ticipated Increase of nearly $100,000 in 
state aid, more cuts in supplies and ell 
miliation of money budgeted for a pro- 
posed $150,000 expansion at Fairview 
School. 


The district also saved $20,000 more 


than anticipated in the recent teacher 
contract settlement. And $40,000 from an- 
other cash fund could be moved to the 
education fund to help erase the deficit 
The working cash fund is a separate tax 
levy and according to state law can be 
moved to other funds. 


The board could not have anticipated 


the savings in salaries. But additional 
supply cuts and elimination of the ex- 


\ pansion could have been made before the 
referendum. The. transfer of $40,000, 
which several residents had suggested, 
also could have been done before the ref- 
erendum to brighten the financial pic- 
ture. 


Board members three months ago said 


they could not count on the state aid in- 
crease. Yet, former board member Jack 
Ronchetto felt he had enough information 
to suggest the board consider the possi- 
bility before the referendum. 


IT IS TRUE the board has not yet tak- 


en any action on the budget and that 
budget figures'are only estimates. But in 
the past, the board has accepted most of 
the administration's financial projections 
and there seems little reason to believe 
the board will change now. 


As for the fact that budget figures are 


only estimates, figures used before the 
referendum were also only estimates. 
Even though board members made them 
seem like a sure thing. 


Dist. 57 may have to go back to the 


voters in the future for -a tax increase, 
Only this time it will be even harder to 
gain support than it was three months 
ago. No matter what' story the board 
tells then, it'll take a lot more convincing 
to get the people to believe it.

Harza Engineering Reports To ECC 
Village Landfill To Run 
Out Of Room In One Year 


The Arlington Heights landfill will run 


out of room for additional garbage in a 
little over one year under the present vil- 
lage plan, according to Harza Engineer- 
ing Co., which made its draft report to 
the environmental control commission 
last night. 


According to predictions by village of- 


ficials, the landfill site, located in north 
Arlington Heights, has three to five years 
of life left Under the present operation 
plan. To lengthen the life of the landfill 
site, the administration has suggested 
adding an incinerator. 


If the Harza study is accurate, the vil- 


lage will have to submit an alternate 
plan for filling the site to the state in the 
very near future, which may include 
simply enlarging the area to be filled 
with refuse. 


Harza Engineering was called in to 


study the landfill site two months ago by 
the village at a cost of about $7,000. The 
study includes aerial surveys of the area 
which were compared with aerial sur- 
veys of about a year ago to determine 
how much solid waste has been added to 
the area. 


"WE DETERMINED that 133,000 cubic 


yards of refuse has been dumped in the 
landfill during the past year and a 
month," said Ramon S. La Russo, proj- 
ect head. "Under your present system of 
filling the site, 190.000 cubic yards of 


space is left." 


While the Harza report states that 


133,000 cubic yards of refuse has been 
dumped in the landfill during the past 
year and a month, the village reports 
that 260,000 cubic yards of refuse has 
been dumped in the site during the same 
period. 


"The difference in amount of solid 


waste material added is not of great sig- 
nificance since the village measures the 
dumped material by truck load and 
sometimes trucks are not completely 
full," La Russo said. "The village figure 
also does not. take compaction done by 
the machinery at the landfill into ac- 
count." 


Harza also figured out alternative 


methods of filling the site. One alterna- 
tive, which would leave 500,000 cubic 
yards or area left to be filled, would not 
sacrifice the recreational area planned 
for the site. Under the alternative, the 
landfill would have four years of life left. 


TWO OTHER alternatives are de- 


scribed as "not very attractive" by La 
Russo. Both plans would call for filling 
nearly the entire site to the 780-foot limit 
used in the current operation- The plans 
were described as truncated pyramids, 
and would eliminate plans for any recre- 
ational use of the area. 


However, the two alternatives would 


provide 11 and 14 years of existing life 


respectively in the landfill area. 


According to the study, an incinerator 


on the site, which would eliminate the 
possibility of a recreation area, would in- 
crease the life of the landfill over 15 
years. 


Harza Engineers also studied the den- 


sity of the landfill, and reported that the 
density of one sample area was 1,800 
pounds per cubic foot. According to liter- 
ature on the subject of landfills, normal 
densities for the type of compaction 
equipment used is between 800 and 1,000 
pounds per cubic yard. , 


"THE DENSITY test may not be rep- 


resentative," admitted La Russo, "and 
we'd like to conduct two other tests." 


The tests include digging trenches of 


about three feet deep by two feet wide 
and measuring the density by means of 
replacing the area with water. Tests take 
about a half day to complete, and are 
expected to begin next week. 


"Though our test may ^ot have been 


completely representative, I think that 
other tests will show the density of the 
material in the landfill is still very 
high," said La Russo. 


While Harza engineers feel the landfill 


can be built higher than the present 780- 
foot limit, they did not feel cells for the 
garbage could be dug deeper than they 
are presently because of the possible in- 
terference with the water table. 


Black Blasts Stereotypes

The tall black man looked straight at 


the dark-haired girl as he asked the 
question. "You're of Italian decent — is 
it true you're all in the Mafia?" 


The girl laughed and shook her head. 


The black man quickly added, "I did 
that on purpose, because that's the ster- 
eotype. What's so damn unfortunate 
about stereotypes is it keeps us from re- 
lating to each other." 


But relating was not the problem last 


week as the black man, Eugene Perkins, 
spent two hours talking to students in 
Candy Allgauer's Black Literature class 
at Arlington High School. 


Perkins, a poet and playwright from 


Chicago's South Side, appears in high 
schools as part of the Illinois Arts Coun- 
cil PoetS'in-the-Schools program. He was 
the fourth poet Mrs. Allgauer invited to

"I've asked him to talk about 
black life," she said. "These kids have 
been reading black literature but some of 
them have never met a black person." 


"What does it feel like to be in the 


south?" an attractive blonde asked. "Is 
it different from the north?" 


"It's more honest down South," Per- 


kins replied. "Whites dislike you and 
you know where you stand." 


THEN HE THOUGHT for a moment. 


"You know, though, the South is chang- 
ing. The South may become more liberal 
than the North eventually because at 
least down there the black-white relation- 
ship is out in the open. In the North 
there's more deceit." 


Perkins read selections from his poet- 


ry, which is punctuated by rhythmic 
lines. One poem particularly brought a 
gasp of admiration from the students. 
The line "do you dig, brother?" prefaced 
comments about the changing black con- 
sciousness. The last line brought the 
poem up short, "Do you dig, brother? If 
you don't you better dig your own black 
grave." 


In his early poems, Perkins explained, 


"I was trying to bring the American 
dream to everybody. Other poems dealt 
with ghetto life and his feeling of com- 
radeship with Africans." 


After one poem, he said, "You know, 


maybe you don't understand tHese be- 
cause you don't know the language. Do 
you know what a conked head is?" 


Some students knew a conked head is a 


black head on which the kinky hair has 
been straightened. 


"Yeah, I guess some of these things 


are becoming common. The media picks 


up a lot of black culture and tries to sell 
it. This country will try to sell anything 
— you know one night Nixon said power 
to the people on TV and I think Huey 
(Newton, defense minister of the Black 
Panther Party) turned over. Somehow I 
don't believe he meant it the way other 
people do." 


THE STUDENTS reacted in vaiying 


ways to his other remarks — about, vio- 
lence, and the ghetto. "Violence didn't do 
any good, did it?" one boy said. 


"I think it did sometimes. Nothing hap- • 


pened in Watts 'til after the riot. Some- 
times this country only responds to vio- 
lence. Blacks have been pushed around 
and if you get pushed far enough, if 
you're a man, you push back." 


But he was conciliating. "I don't advo- 


cate violence, but you have to under- 
stand the frustration of the ghetto. Young 
whites for the most part don't seek infor- 
mation.

You have to expose yourself to a 
wide range of things and then reach 
some kind of conclusion." 


Then, he was talking 'about the Mafia, 


and Italians, and the students were 
laughing with him about stereotypes. He 
joked about moving with his family to 
Arlington Heights. "Are there any blacks 
here?" he asked. 


Finally, even though the students 


didn't want him to go, he said goodbye. 
"Thank you for being tolerant of me," he 
said. "I hope you don't agree with every- 
thing I say because that would be fright- 
ening. I might really have to move out 
here."

lington Heights Road from Dundee to 
Lake-Cook roads is scheduled to begin 
next Monday or Tuesday. 


Buffalo Grove received a green light 


on the project after the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners approved the 
construction agreement Monday. Monday 
night the village board signed the agree-, 
ment, completing the four-part project, 
involving the village, the county, Wheel- 
ing Township and Arlington Heights. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said he 


had talked with the contractor, Milburn 
Bros., and construction can be started by 
next week. Bids for the work were 
opened several weeks ago, even though 
the contract could not be awarded, and 
Milburn Bros, was low with $110,935.86. 


OF THE $110,935 contract, Arlington 


Heights will contribute $10,000 and the 
township will add $24,067. The county will 
use its own men and materials to apply 
•the final layer of asphalt and finish the 
project, as its share of the work. 


Buffalo Grove will pay about $96,000, 


including engineering costs, for its share 
of construction. Expenditures up to 
$120,000 from state Motor Fuel Tax 
Funds have been approved if needed. 


All traffic on the road will be prohibit- 


ed, with the exception of an access route 
to Henry Wadsworth Longfellow School. 
Allowing 60 days to complete the work, 
the road is expected to be reopened by 
the fir,st week of August.

$200,000 Fallout 
Shelter For City 
Officials Planned 


by LEON SIIUUE 


The City of Des Ploines plans to con- 


struct a fallout shelter nt a cost of more 
than $200,000, so city officials,police and 
public works employes can be protected 
in case of a nuclear holocaust, a castas- 
trophic accident or a calamity of nature. 


The shelter, intended to keep the city 


government functioning during extreme 
emergencies, will be constructed in a 
specially designed basement of the pro- 
posed new city hall building, according 
to the council's civil defense committee. 


The bill for the shelter — not including 


the special costs of digging a basement, 
alteration of the present building design, 
which does not include a basement, 
equipment, supplies and living quarters 
— would be about $200,000, according to 
a "rough estimate" by Civil Defense di- 
rector Richard Arthur. 


About half the cost of construction, 


equipment and facilities would be paid 
by the federal government, if it approves 
of the plans, Arthur told The Herald yes- 
terday, 


THE SHELTER, accommodating 55 


persons, would replace a shelter de- 
signed for 25 built four years ago for 
$10,000 in the basement of the present 
city hall. 1412 Miner St., Arthur said. The 
old city hall will not be demolished when 
the new city hall is constructed at 1424-26 
Miner but will be used by the police de- 
partment, 


Although a $5,000 federal-state match- 


ing grant for planning the shelter had 
been awarded last month to the city, the 
council has never formally voted to au- 
thorize the project, according to Aid. 
Lois Czubakowski (5th). 


She said the council had indicated its 


"informal approval" of the shelter during 
a meeting several months ago on the pro- 
posed city hall. Arthur, a lieutenant in 
the city fire department, had then app- 
lied for the grant, Mrs. Czubakowski 
said. 


City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach said yes- 


terday that she Is " not sure" whe- 
ther Arthur was acting within his 
proper authority in seeking the grant, 
without specific council approval. Arthur

Legislature Approves State-Funded Maryville School 


Legislation opening the way to a new 


, stnte-flnnnccd school for students from 


Maryville Academy in Des Plnines was 


. approved overwhelmingly' yesterday in 
' the state senate. 


The bill now goes to Gov. Richard 


J Ogilvle who is expected to sign it into 
| law, according to Rep, Eugene Schlick- 
' man, R-Arllngton Heights, the bill's 


primary sponsor. 


Schlickman said yesterday he expects 
' the governor to sign the bill within the 
^ next two weeks. Arlen Gould an official 
* of the governor's office, indicated support 


of the bill as early as last November, 
according to Schlickman. 


The new school will be used to replace 


the current River Road School, which 
. consists of rooms in a substandard build- 


ing owned by the academy and leased by 
River Trails Dist. 26. Currently approxi- 
mately 150 Maryville children 
attend 


River Road, while the other Maryville 
elementary school children attend the 
district's other schools. 


SPECIFICALLY THE bill authorizes 


state funds for school building when' a 
non-public school closes, resulting in an 
enrollment increase of 5 per cent or 
more to a public school district. Under 
the terms of the bill the children in- 
volved cannot have parents in the dis- 
trict. 


After Ogilvic signs the bill, he is ex- 


pected to declare the .need for such a 
school exists in Dist. 28. The next step 
will be for officials from the state Office 
of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 


tion to develop plan's for the new school 
in cooperation with Dist. 26 leaders. 


No exact cost estimate on the1 new 


structure has been made; however, state 
officials have indicated there are state 
funds available. The site for the proposed 
school has not been selected. 


Yesterday's vote in the senate was 31- 


4. The House approved the measure in 
May. Schlickman said the senate vote 
turnout was low and attributed it to the 
fact that many senators decided not to 
vote because technically the bill was 
"not a money bill." Senators hadidecided 
at the start of the session "to give prior- 
ity to money bills," he said.

•; The shelter would contain enough food,

The shelter would contain commu- 


nications equipment allowing contact 
with the 28 private city shelters, which 
can house as many as 26,000 people, or 39 
per cent of the population. Governmental 
functions, such as protection of the pub- 
lic health, and law enforcement would be 
maintained as well as possible from the 
new shelter, he said. 


Families of "necessary" public offi- 


cials and officers would not be housed in 
the shelter. Only those officials needed to 
carry out municipal functions, Arthur 
said, would be allowed into the shelter. 
' ALTHOUGH NO list has been drawn 
up yet, those who would be allowed in 
the shelter would be Mayor Behrel and 
other top city administrators: City Atty. 
Robert DILeonardi, the police and fire 
chiefs. If aldermen are able to perform 
needed duties, they too, would be allowed 
in the shelter although, they probably 
would be more helpful among con- 


stituents, Arthur said. 


He said that besides cases of nuclear 


attack, the city shelter could be used in 
case of a nuclear accident. Many ship- 
ments of nuclear material are conducted 
through Des Plaines on the way to Mor- 
ris, 111., where the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission stores nuclear materials, Arthur 
said. 


Tornadoes and unusual weather condi- 


tions might also make use of the shelter 
necessary, he said. 


Mrs. Czubakowski said that the present 


shelter is inadequate and overcrowded. 
It consists of a tiny room with radio 
equipment, and other rooms near the 
city hall boiler which are now stuffed 
with supplies. 


Many communities, including Arling- 


ton Heights, are also planning to con- 
struct a shelter, she said. "If there 
should be some kind of nuclear disaster, 
we have to go where we can continue 
government, where we can continue deci- 
sion-making." According to Arthur, the 
county government has a shelter in the 
Chicago Civic Center. 


Mrs, Czubakowski also said the'base- 


ment shelter rooms might be used for 
other purposes, such as meetings. .None 
of the current shelter areas in city hall, 
however, are used for that purpose.

Only board mem- 
bers Leora Rosen and Lloyd Demel told 
Mrs. White they would read the informa- 
tion. 


Clarke Robinson, board president, told 


Mrs. White negotiation was not a proper 
subject for a school board meeting. Ne- 
gotiations should be conducted at closed 
bargaining meetings with Zwieback, he 
told her, reading parts of last year's con- 
tract on negotiations procedures. 


Mrs- White said she did not with to 


negotiate, but wanted to turn over infor- 
mation to the board. "We asked to meet 
informally with you last 'Tuesday.

The Oakton Community College Board 


of Trustees authorized bids for the reno- 
vation of four leased buildings on Oak- 
ton's temporary campus in Morton 
Grove at its regular board meeting Tues- 
day night. 


Morton Hartman representing Perkins 


and' Will, a Chicago architectural firm, 
presented a report on the project, the 
third phase in the board's total renova- 
tion plan. 


Partitions will be constructed in four of 


the buildings creating classrooms, locker 
rooms, a gymnasium, student lounge, mu- 


sic room, faculty offices, conference 
rooms, computer offices and workrooms, 
The work will include heating, ventila- 
tion, air conditioning, plumbing, fire pro- 
tection and electrical equipment, said 
Hartman. Classrooms should be com- 
pleted by Aug. 28, he said, and the re- 
mainder of the construction will be fin- 
ished in October. 


HARTMAN DECLINED to'release a 


cost estimate for the project explaining 
that it could "prejudice the bidding," he 
said. 


Can Students Learn From 
Machine? Study Says Yes 


The board also passed a resolution giv- 


ing the campus security force authority 
only to direct traffic, after two trustees 
said they opposed providing any addi- 
tional powers to campus police. 


Trustees Meyer Kamin and Robert 


Gutschick, a former Oakton student, ar- 
gued against a request from village offi- 
cials in Morton Grove to give Oakton's 
campus cops full police powers. 


The board attorney, Joseph Murphy, 


explained that the security police could 
be given police powers by Morton Grove 
and then the college could restrict that 
authority to traffic matters. 


The board then passed an amended

Can children learn from a machine? A 


study released by Melzer School in East 
Maine Elementary Dist. 63 indicates they 
can. 


According to the school's principal, 


Daniel Cunniff, results of a pilot program 
at Melzer show a "significant increase" 
in reading ability among above-average 
students who were taught in part by a 
Borg-Warner Corp. System 80 electronic 
teaching machine. 


Cunniff, who released his findings last 


month at the annual convention of the 
International Reading Association in De- 
troit, said the program was tested at Mel- 
zer to determine the effectiveness of the 
machines in reading instruction. 


In addition to freeing teachers for oth- 


er classroom work, the machines also al- 
low average students to learn equally as 
well as I'hose taught' by conventional 
methods but often in less time, according 
to Cunniff. 


THE STUDY was begun last year, 


when seven of the teaching machines 
were installed in the school library. 
Eighteen students in the experimental 
group left their classrooms each day to 
take lessons on the machine for an aver- 
age of about 15 minutes at a time. 


The machine, Cunniff explained, con- 


sists of an audio-visual unit with a pro- 
jection screen, a phonograph sound sys- 
tem and a set of buttons the students use 
to respond to questions. 


When the student starts the device, a

question is flashed on the screen while 
being repeated at the same time by a 
recorded voice on the phonograph unit, 
Cunniff said. The child, for instance, is 
asked if an apple'lie sees is: (a) bed, (b) 
red or (c) fed. 


The student answers by pushing the 


button corresponding to the 
correct 


word. If his answer is the right one, a 
new problem flashes on the screen; if he 
has pushed the wrong button, the correct 
response appears instead. 


The study, Cunniff said, was designed 


to measure the effectiveness of the ma- 
chine for different grade levels and dif- 
ferent subject areas. Subjects requiring 
memorization, such as multiplication ta- 
bles in arithmetic, were taught with the 
most success during the nine-week study, 
he said. 


ALTHOUGH 
ONLY 
above-average 


children showed significant increase in 
reading ability, the teaching machines 
spurred interest in reading among all the 
students in the study, said Cunniff. They 
responded by checking out more books 
from tKe school library and were often 
found using the teaching machines on 
their own, he said. 


Despite the success of the machines in 


speeding learning time and freeing teach- 
ers for other classwork, Cunniff said the 
project is currently in "limbo" in Dist. 
63. The machines were removed from 
Melzer's library and returned to Borg- 
Warner last year when district principals 
were told to cut their budgets. 


Cunniff said the program will be eval- 


uated this fall by the district's new su- 
perintendent, George Gogo, and may be 
implemented at some time in the future.

F'amlly therapy is n method of psy- 


chiatric 
therapy 
that 
has 
prollfered 


throughout the nation In recent years. 


The principle behind this form of 


therapy is that every person, as a mem- 
ber of some kind of family unity, is in- 
fluenced greatly by his familial environ- 
ment. He therefore can often manifest 
the problems of his family, Just as he 
would otherwise reflect a healthy family 
situation. Through family psychotherapy 
the emotionally troubled individual is of- 
ten restored. 


A Michigan psychiatrist, Dr. H. C. 


Tien, has added another dimension to the 
traditional family therapy session — tele- 
vision. 


By 'means of closed circuit videotaping 


Dr. Tien is able to record a family thera- 
py session and play the session back to 
another family. "Parents can watoh the 
tape of a different set of parents with 
similar problems," he explaised. "They 
can then get an Idea of how to approach 
their own problems. While they are 
watching this tape I can work with their 


child to find out what his fears or prob- 
lems may be. Then we can all get togeth- 
er if necessary and discuss our various 
therapy experiences." 


THERE; ARE SEVERAL advantages to 


TV-linked family therapy said Dr. Tien. 
"This technique makes therapy less ex- 
pensive because more families can be 
treated at once without the individual at- 
tention of a psychiatrist. It also makes it 
possible for more people to be treated 
and it brings family therapy to the pre- 
ventive rather than curative approach 
which is far more desirable from the 
standpoint of good mental health. 


The television approach can be taken 


out of the clinic and put into schools and 
family study classes. "We can program 
child rearing techniques, for instance," 
Dr. Tien said, "and for $5 a session in 
three months-parents can learn success- 
ful child rearing techniques. Or we can 
program marital therapy sessions or 
drug therapy sessions. The drug therapy 
series can be most useful in the schools." 


Dr. Tien has another unique type of 


therapy program — a family 
Coffee 


Shop, jointly owned and operated by '50 
families for the purpose of community 
mental health. 


"The families are completely respon- 


sible for the shop. They work there as 
organizers, business and personnel direc- 


tors and waitresses, They all own shares 
in the shop corporation and they have a 
president of the corporation! The family 
coffee shop provides-recreation, therapy, 
education and job opportunities." 


The coffee shop is for profit. "We de- 


cided to face life for whal it is," Dr. Tien 


added, "arid not,hide under the covers. 
We have to face all the problems any 
retail business must face. The family 
•coffee shop has a great impact in main- 
taining mental health and developing, 
creative abilities. It also helps put many 
families together."

Do-lt-Yout&iif 


Everyone likes a lush, green lawn but 


a little additional paving in one form or 
another can add to the versatility of your 
yard and add some needed living space. 


This can be in the form of a path, a 


patio, a place to park your car off of the 
driveway. 


Paving need not be in conventional 


concrete, although it can be. You can use 
old broken paving, bricks that'are new 
or used, stone, gravel or wood. Use your 
imagination. 


For patios and parking areas you will 


want to use concrete or some form of 
stone to make it an all-weather form of 
paving. 


Outline the area with wood strips after 


excavating. If drainage is good, concrete 
can be laid directly on the earth after 
excavating to the desired level. BOt if 
drainage is a problem, provide up to six 
inches of gravel first. Several inches is 
good in any event. The base, no matter 
what it is. should we well packed. 


A path through your lawn can be made 


with pieces of paving rather than in one 
long length. Broken paving, will do. So 
will small amounts of concrete that you 
can pre-cast into stabs first. 


EXCAVATE FOR each piece of pav- 


ing, going down to a depth that will keep 
it a little lower than the surrounding 
grass. This permits easy mowing. 


Mortarless patios are popular because 


they can be done by an amateur and 
done over a period of time. Once you 
have poured enough concrete for a large 


slab, you must work quickly. 


Patio blocks and used bricks are both 


popular materials. Excavate to a depth 
equal to the thickness of the material 
plus two or three inches for a bed of 
sand. The sand base provides both foun- 
dation and drainage. 


Install a wood form around the ex- 


cavated area to hold the material in 
place. The wood should be treated with a 
preservative first. Pour in the sand and 
rake it level. Wet it and pack it. 


Place the bricks, setting each one 


firmly 
and 
checking with 
a 
level 


frequently. When all are in, sweep sand 
over the surface and sweep off the ex- 
cess. Wet the area and sweep in more 
sand after the first amount has settled. 


Slabs cut from railroad 'ties can be 


used the same way. These have already 
been treated with a preservative so they 
will stand up to the weather. 


You can use the same material for 


paths .through your lawn. Gravel is a 
popular material for a path. Dig out a 
few inches of dirt, line with wood held in 
place with stakes and then fill with 
gravel. Rake it smooth and level., 


Whatever you use, remember that the 


idea is to provide a dry, non-muddy path 
to garden, barbecue area and playground 
equipment.

At most schools, a 10-8 baseball season

But. at Maine West, a 10-1) season is

fashion as they clubbed Prospect 13-0. 
After losing 2-1 to Niles West, Maine 
West whipped Maine North 15-3, Glen- 
brook South 10-1, Maine South 9-1 and 
Deerfield 6-1. 


"We were getting good wood on the 


halt at that point and then we ran Into 
some bad weather," Carstens said. "We 
missed a few days of batting j>ractict- 
and had a few postponements and It 
must have thrown our timing off.''

comes with normal wheat grain, Cake 
flour is often much worse, being devoid 
of many of the vitamins that normally 
occur with wheat. 


Refined foods are items which are 


made principally of refined sugar, syr- 
ups, and other concentrated sweets. This 
also includes most bread. 


The roughage foods that most people 


should eat include the vast array of^good 
wholesome vegetables and fruit. This 
also includes whole grain products like 
oatmeal, cracked wheat, and other whole 
cereal products. 


The refined foods without bulk lead to 


constipation, irritable colon, colitis and 
on a world-wide epidemiological analysis 
constitutes a major portion of the diet .of 
those people who have a higher incidence 


of cancer of the colon. We do know that 
eating more roughage, which again in- 
cludes vegetables, fruits and whole grain 
cereals, is very helpful in relieving the 
common problem of constipation and ir- 
ritable colon in many people.

datory retirement forces you to realize 
that you're over 60 that ego must bow to 
truth, according to Lavinia. 


"And your first fearfill, but honest, 


look in the mirror at that point drives the 
fact home that you have been kidding 
yourself about your looks for quite a few 
years." 


Yet once you accept age, says this lady 


who has done just that, the advantages 
are many, 


MRS. KUSS, author of children's and 


adult books, former children's book edi- 
tor for Publishers' Weekly, television 
commentator, housewife, mother and 
grandmother, believes so (irmly that one 
can have a happy, busy old age that she 
has written a book on hosv she is doing it.

Whether housewife or career woman, so- 
cial communication Is simply the velvet 
after a day's work. 


"The thing 1 like most in life is laugh- 


Ing," Mm. Russ added. And it's very 
hard to laugh by yourself without the

"I would never have written the book," 


she said, "if I had no problems with age. 
It would have been frustrating to those of 
my vintage who had had many. But I 
made so many awful mistakes. And the 
only excuse I can offer for this ego trip 
is that I hope my experiences will make 
other older women aware that the enjoy- 
ment isn't over," 


SHE DISCUSSED the subject of work. 


"You must be flexible. Even if you can't 
any longer do the kind of work you did, 
explore some other kinds. Now is the 
time to enjoy what you do. If you have 
always loved flowers, get a part time job 
where you'll be around them. 


"One advantage of old age in employ- 


ment is that your boss knows for sure 
that 'old Mrs. Russ' is going to be there 
from nine to four if those are her hours. 
She wouldn't dare not be." 


She said she "started" this book when 


she was 10 years old and first saw her 
grandmother's flabby underarms. She 
decided then that when she was old she'd 
cover up hers. 


"I've been un old-lady watcher taking 


notes on the subject ever since," she 


said. "And when I found my severance - 
pay and $37.50 in my savings account, I 
decided it was time to write the book 
that would, hopefully help others in my 
position — and help me, too."

time bomb." 


In an interview the president of the Ge- 


rontological Society of America talked 
about how the complex problems of the 
20 million Americans over 65 tend to be 
ignored — in terms of what should be 
done to make the last stage of life more 
worth living. 


"It's a time bomb," he said. "By 1990 


there will be 38 million over 65." 


Dr. Eisdorfer, a professor of, psy- 


chiatry, is director of the center for the 
study of aging and human development, 
Duke University Medical Center, Dur- 


Profile Of Our 20 Million Aged 


by CKAIG PALMER 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Of the na- 


tion's 20 million persons aged 65 and old- 
er, about 4.7 million or one-fourth of 
them live in poverty with annual incomes 
of $2,328 or less for a couple and $1,1)52 
for an individual living alone. 


Older persons make up about 10 per 


cent of the total population but 20 per 
cent of the poor, In other words, if you're 
old, you're tv/ice as likely to be poor. 


Such statistical characteristics of aged 


Americans are from Herman B. Brot- 
hian, assistant to the Commissioner of 
the U.S. Administration on Aging. He' 


also reports: 


VOTING — Of the number of persons 


who cast ballots in the Ifliilt presidential 
election, 17 per cent were age 65 and old- 
er, As a group, larger percentages of old- 
er persons voted than younger persons. 
For example, of all persons 55 and older, 
70.2 per cent voted in 19fi» while only 66.7 
per cent of persons aged 54 and younger 
voted. 


HEALTH COSTS — In fiscal year 1970, 


of the $58 billion spent on personal health 
care, over $15,7 billion or 27 per cent was 
spent on aged persons, On an individual 
basis, older Americans spent $701 a year 
for health care and persons under 65 


spent $226, Of the $791, public sources 
like medicare and medicaid provided 
$51)4 and private sources like personal in- 
come and savings provided $257. The big- 
gest chunks of the $791 went for hospital 
care ($372) and doctors' services ($136). 


MARRIAGE — Most older men are 


married; most older women are wid- 
owed. Among 100 wives aged 25 with hus- 
bands aged 30, about 31 will be widows 
before the husband reaches age 65 and 42 
will be widows after tho husbands reach 
age 65. 


NEGRO AGED — The -22.7 million 


black Americans of all ages represent 
11,2 per cent of the population, but the 


1.6 million older Negroes account, for 
only 7.8 per cent of the older population 
because of a shorter life expectancy for 
blacks. One unexplained exception: life 
expectancy for black men after 65 is bet- 
ter than for white men.

Only one state, Montana, had exactly the 
same percentage of older persons in 1970 
as the nation's average of 9.9 per cent. 
One-fourth of all older Americans lives in 
just three states — New York, California 
and Pennsylvania, ranked in order of 
their older populations.

lowest percentages of old people are 
Hawaii and Alaska.

"Aging is a complex bio-psycho-social 


process," he said. "Mandatory retire- 
ment at age 65 complicates it. There is 
no basis biologically why people should 
retire at 65. Some of the social and eco- 
nomic problems come from being re- 
tired." 


OTHER PROBLEMS stem from ster- 


eotyping' of the aged — something that 
makes.Dr. Eisdorfer coin a new "ism" 
called "agism." He thinks it's as bad or 
worse than racism or sexism. 


The stereotyping holds that the aged 


are lonely, poor, bedridden, incompetent 
human beings. Those who live alone may 
be lonely. One-third to one-fourth live be- 
low the poverty line. 


"But only four per cent are in in- 


stitutions," Dr. Eisdorfer said. 


The able among the aged are hurt by 


more than compulsory retirement. They 
are also hurt, according to the psy- 
chiat'-'jt, by the general refusal to hire 
anyone over 65, by attitudes toward hous- 
,ing for the aged (he's for options on 
housing and doesn't believe in segrega- 
ting the aged).

AMONG THE MYTHS about the aged 


is that after the age of middle sixties one 
loses intelligence. 


He said research has shown there is no 


drop in intelligence, provided the person 
is free of high blood pressure. 


Among those with a history of hyper- 


tension there is some falling off of 
.brainpower. The blood pipelines in the 
brain have been damaged by the surges 
of high blood pressure. They may be so 
damaged that they aren't able to carry, 
enough oxygen - transporting btood to the' 
brain. Then thought processes are lessen- 


ed or dulled. 


Dr. Eisdorfer's center is doing re- 


search on learning among older persons. 
Other points he made include: 


"—Society needs to invest more in re- 


search to make older persons more pro- 
ductive, to give them options. 


—SCIENCE IS convinced that the rate 


of aging is speeded up if persons are 
treated like ' 'old people.'' 


—It is an incredible fallacy that old 


persons don't need much money. Even 
five to 10 years before retirement, on 
bigger incomes, those approaching the 
magic age of 65 have money problems. 
Eighty-five per cent of them have finan- 
cial difficulties. 


—It is true that the aged person's body 


isn't what it used to be. Two thirds to 
three-quarters have one chronic illness. 
Nearly half have two chronic illnesses. 


-^Much more research on normal ag- 


ing must be done before society comes to 
grips with the problems of the aged. The 
field of geriatrics — the branch of medi- 
cine that deals with the diseases and 
problems of aging — for all practical 
purposes was untouched until the last 20 
years, and still isn't getting too much at- 
tention. 


DR. EISDORFER said research at 


Duke has shown that it's stupid to look at 
the elderly and say — "you can't teach 
an old dog new tricks." 


Older persons can learn new things 


quite well- if the material isn't presented 
too rapidly. 


The psychiatrist is critical about some 


in the medical profession who tend to 
brush off problems of the elderly. 


What he hates most? Doctors who say 


— "What do you expect at your age?"
